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.ne letter of Lieutenant General Miles concerning the 
war in the Philippines, which we publish this week, 
suvcests tue inquiry why the General has not adopted 
some more effective method of putting into operation his 
humanitarian ideas concerning the conduct of that war. 
The standing orders governing the operations of our 
armies in the field are founded upon the broadest and 
most humane conceptions of the rights of belligerents, as 
defined by that distinguished publicist, Francis Lieber. 
As the biographer of Dr. Lieber has shown, throughout 
this code “two leading ideas prevail: the one, a desire to 
save even our enemies from unnecessary injury and de- 
struction; the other, the necessity of displaying the 
greatest energy in the conduct of war, so as to speedily 
bring hostilities to an end, and restore conditions of 
peace.” Possibly our officers in the field, who are in im- 
mediate contact with the enemy, are best abie to deter- 
mine what partieular line of conduct is most nant 
with the proper application of these principles. If Gen- 
eral Miles is cognizant of any violation of the regulations 
of the Army governing this matter, he should present the 
case of the offender to the War Department in some 
definite form for action. When he stops to consider, we 
are sure that he will agree with us that it is not just to 
bring indefinite charges against a whole army, or to give 
the sanction of his name and authority to the uninstruct- 
ed criticisms of civilians, or the vague complaints of 
Army letter writers who are unwilling to be held respon- 
sible for what they say. 

The suggestions of General Miles for the establishment 
of good relations with the Filipinos would carry more 
weight if they were founded upon a study of the situa- 
tion nearer at hand. Such a method of reconciling the 
insurgents to our rule as he proposes would, no doubt, 
have been formulated by our officers upon the ground, if 
their experience with conditions entirely unlike any Gen- 
eral Miles has ever had to deal with, had not convinced 
them that his plan is impracticable. Nor is the ex- 
ample of our experience with the Indians prolific in 
happy suggestion. It has been because of our knowledge 
of the baleful results or the mixed military and humani- 
tarian control of the Indians that we have been so per- 
sistent with our advice that the problem of the Phil- 
ippines should be, for the present at least, left for settle- 
m-nt wholly in the hands of our soldiers in the field. 
We have had the fullest confidence that if there was any 
one man in the United States who would agree cordially 
with that advice it was the Lieutenant General command- 


ing. 
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The desire of General Miles to go where he can see 
a-tive service is becoming to a soldier, but we are sure 
that he could not have realized, or intended, the reflec- 
t.on upon our officers now in command in the Philippines, 
vhich, as it seems to us, is involved in his proposition 
tiat he now be sent to take the control of affairs from 
tuem. Indeed the General expressly disclaims any such 
reflection. We are confident that a study of existing con- 
ditions would show him that one of two thifigs is true; 
-ither the problem we have to deal with is approaching a 

lution, or else it is one that requires the slow processes 

f time for its sett.ement. If, as those on the ground de- 
lare, the war is near its close, it would ill become a su- 
rior officer to deprive those who have borne the burden 
ind heat of the day of the credit due to them for skill- 
ul administration. If the contrary be true, it is because 
£ conditions that cannot be fully understood by any one, 
1owever able and uistinguished he may be as a soldier, 
who is not in daily and hourly contact with the peculiar 
people who, through a strange Providence, or through a 
strange fatality, as you choose to regard it, have become 





‘the wards of the nation. Describing his experiences in 
‘Manila Bay in the United Service Magazine for March, 


Lieut. Com. Bradlev A. Fiske, U. 8S. N.,; who was naviga- 


tor of the Petrel in Dewey’s fight, says: “I had one curi- 


ous, fanciful feeling—a feeling that we and. the nation 
were not acting wholly by our own force, but were 
pulled and pushed by some outside force; and I think my 
feelings were sharea by many of the officers. Some were 
not exactly religious men; and the idea that Providence 
concerns itself directly with the doings of amy person, or 
any group of persons or any nation, was not generally 
held. But when we found ourselves the victors in a fight 
different from any other fight in history, and actors in a 
war into which tae whole nation had not wished to go, 
but u.ad gone; when we saw projectiles fall all around us, 
and yet not let us; and when we found ourselves ap- 
plauded as heroes for doing something which we could 
not avoid doing, we had a strange feeling that we had been 
moved, not only without our will, but without any com- 
prehension of the matter, by some awful force.” How- 
ever this may be, it is obvious that we have had precipi- 
tated upon us a problem which seems to us far less easy 
of solution than it does to General Miles. One thing is 
certainly clear, and that is that patriotic duty demands 
of all*and especially of those who are in the public ser- 
vice, that they should give an earnest, cordial, and united 
support to those upon whom rests the heavy responsibil- 
ity of dealing with the great question of the Orient. It is 
an appreciation of this duty that has guided the policy 
of the ARMy AND Navy JourRNaL thus far, and will 
guiue it unto the ena.

An article on Congressman William H. Moody, who is 
to succeed Secretary Long upon his retirement on May 
1, appears in The Independent of March 27, from the 
pen of L. A. Coolidge, a newspaper correspondent who 
has been a personal friend of Mr. Moody's for many 
years. Pugnacity and virility are Mr. Moody’s most 
obvious qualities, he says, and adds that “it is hard to 
overestimate his possibilities at the head of a great exec- 
utive department like that of the Navy.” As to his per- 
sonal appearance, he is “stockily built, a trifle under 
medium height, with broad shoulders upon which a well 
shaped head is sturdily set, the very picture of mascu- 
line aggressiveness. Alertness of mind is coupled happily 
with alertness of body. In his middle age he is reaping 
now the good fruit of an athletic youth. As a boy and 
as a young man he was devoted to the sports of the field. 
He played ball, he rode, he walked, he did nothing to 
lower the standard of the sturdy stock from which he 
sprang. He is absolutely honest in his intellectual pro- 
cesses. It would be morally impossible for him to ad- 
vocate for reasons of party expediency or for other 
reason any proposition which he did not inwardly and 
completely indorse. He masters every subject which 
he approaches. He devoted one entire summer to study- 
ing the intricate rules of the House, so that when he 
came back to Washington there was no man on the 
floor who could surpass him in a parliamentary dispute, 
and although he was one of the youngest members of the 
House in point of service, he was seriously regarded as 
a candidate for Speaker to succeed Mr. Reed. He is to- 
day looked upon as the most promising of the younger 
men in the House, and there are many who think he is 
abandoning the possibilities of a great career in leaving 
ie” 
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In his speech on the Army appropriation bill in the 
House on March 26, Mr. Warnock of Ohio, made an 
interesting comparison of the losses in our Civil War 
with those in foreign countries. One hundred and fifty 
regiments, 75 on each side, had a loss of over 40 per 
cent., which exceeded that of the Light Brigade at 
Balaklava, whose loss was 36.7 per cent. ‘The maxi- 
mum loss in the Franco-Prussia war was that of the 
Third Westphalian at Mars la Tour, 49.4 per cent. We 
had 120 regiments in the Union and Confederate Armies 
which lost anywhere from 50 to over 82 per cent., 
one company of the 26th North Carolina going into 
battle with 3 officers and 84 men and coming out of 
it with only one officer and one man. The loss of offi- 
cers was greater in proportion than that of enlisted 
men. There were 110,090 men killed in action in the 
Union Army. Of these 6,365 were officers and 103,725 
enlisted men, being 1 officer to 16 men. The regiments 
as organized had 1 officer to 28 men; but when they 
were depleted the average became 1 officer to 21 men. 
It is not claimed that this increase of loss on part of 
the officers is due to any greater bravery on their part, 
but because they were charged with greater responsi- 
bility and were made the targets for the sharpshooters 
and others. Mr. Warnock said: “General Scott was 
asked on one occasion before he had resigned his active 
command of the Army, ‘Why is it that it takes you so 
long to get into Richmond, Va., when you got into the 
City of Mexico in such a short time? His answer was, 
‘Because some of the men that are keeping me out of 
Richmond are some of the men that helped me get into 
Mexico.’ ”

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An interesting controversy has arisen between the War 
Department and the managers of the railways west of 
Chicago with regard to soldiers’ baggage in transit. 
Several years ago the roads set up the contention that 
soldiers en route had no personal baggage, that every- 
thing in their possession belonged to the Government 
and that consequently the carrying companies had a 





right to demand payment for the transportation of all 
military equipment in addition to the fare of the soldiers. 
This contention was sustained by the War Department, 
and the Government has in many instances paid toll on 
the baggage of soldiers in addition to the passenger 
fare of the men themselves. The military authorities 
afterward repudiated this ruling and decided that rail- 
roads carrying troops must also carry free 150 pounds 
of baggage for each man, as in case of civilian passengers, 
regardless of whether the baggage consisted of actual 
personal belongings or military equipment. The effect 
of this demand was that when 100 men and a carload fo 
equipment were transported the War Department in- 
sisted upon a reduction of 15,000 pounds, or 150 pounds 
per man, from the weight of the carload to equal the 
usual allowance granted to ordinary passengers. The 
Western roads have now protested against this rule and 
insist that the Government, when asking for bids for 
the transportation of troops, shall specify the amount of 
baggage allotted to each man. There appears to be 
little or no force in the contention of the railway com- 
panies. They base their ordinary passenger rates on the 
condition of free transportation for 150 pounds of bag- 
gage for each full fare, and it is difficult to understand 
why they should not make similar concessions to the Gov- 
ernment in transporting its soldiers. It is now held that a 
dead man, who has no further use for worldly incum- 
brances, is entitled to the passenger allowance for bag- 
gage when traveling on the passenger ticket required for 
his transportation. How much more a live soldier, 
who still has need to follow the fashion of this world. 
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We have received an advance print of Series 1, Volume 
13, of the Official Records of the Union and Uonfederate 
Navies in the War of the Rebellion, published under the 
direction of Secretary Long by Prof. Edward K. Raw- 
son, U. 8. N., Superintendent of Naval War Records, 
Comdr. George P. Colvocoresses, U. S. N., and Mr. 
Charles Stewart. This fiscal year will probably com- 
plete the publication of more than half these volumes, 
which are growing in interest as they complete the South 
Atlantic operations. The present volume covers the 
operations of the South Atlantic blockading squadron 
from May 14, 1862, to April 7, 1868, and the one to 
follow it will take up the operations of the West Gulf 
squadron and the Mississippi. The demand for these 
volumes is as active as ever, and is unfortunately as 
impossible to fill, their distribution having been mainly 
in the hands of the Fifty-third Congress, and sets being 
with difficulty obtainable at the present time. 
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The Army appropriation bill did not excite very live- 
ly interest in the House of Representatives and it was 
hard to get speakers to occupy the ten hours for 
debate which it was agreed should be divided between 
the friends of the bill, under the lead of Mr. Hull, and 
its opponents under the guidance of Mr. Sulzer. The 
debaters wandered far afield, one discussing the Boer 
question, another the Schley matter, and a third the 
Cuban tariff. The carload of maniacs whose antics 
were descrived in such vivid language by an imagina- 
tive Chicago reporter was made extensive use of in 
the debates by simple-minded Congressmen, who are 
ready to catch at anything which they think illustrates 
the point they are making or clinches their argument. 
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Speaking of the tendency in continental Europe to 
sneer at anything and everything American, especially 
military or naval, a writer in the Civil and Military 
Gazette, published at Lahore, India, says: “This 
tendency has had, and is still having its effect. Over 
a hundred thousand young men have been in the 
Philippines, Ohina and Cuba within the past three 
years, and these polyglot expressions of ill-will have all 
been understood and posted up for the future. America 
is a vast country. and a powerful one, and her ‘think- 
ing bayonets’ do not forget. They found who were 
their friends in China yesterday, they know who they 
are in South America to-day.” 





An interesting interpretation of the law to punish de- 
sertion from the Army was given on March 31 by the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals at Houston, Tex. 
The case was that of a young man who was on trial 
and in whose defense it was contended by counsel that 
inasmuch as he was a minor his enlistment was invalid 
and that consequently he was not subject to military 
law. The court held, however, that irrespective of his 
minority the act of enlistment made him liable to military — 
law, just as the citizen who is a minor ig liable to the 
civil law, and that this liability cannot be avoided in 
either case. To plead an illegal enlistment in extenua- 
tion of the illegal act of desertion would seem to be 
carrying things a little too far. 
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Brigadier General Fitzhugh Lee, U. 8. A., retired, 
has been mentioned as a notably well-qualified man for 
the post of United States Minister to Cuba, but as he 
would have to resign from his place on the retired list 
of the Army in order to accept a diplomatic appoint- 
ment it is not likely that he could be induced to accept 
the mission. 








Company A of the Porto Rico Provisional Regiment of 
Infantry has changed station to Mayaguez, and Com- 
pany D has left San Juan for Mayaguez. 
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It is somewhat singular that during the visit of Prince 
Henry to this country there was not the slightest allusion 
so far as we observed, to the fact to which we have before 
called attention, that the present German Navy had its 
origin on board on American man-of-war. In 1848-50 four 
young German cadets, who had recently graduated from 
the Prussian Artillery School, were sent to this country 
to study seamanship. They were named Berger, Bastch, 
Berrant and Hoffman. These young men had never been 
to sea before and were as green as the average plebe, a 
fact which received proper notice from their young mess- 
mates on beard the U. 8. S. St. Lawrence, to which they 
were assigned, one young Prussian being told off to each 
mess. Hiram Paulding commanded the vessel and Fox- 
hall Parker, who was the navigator, instructed the 
young Germans in navigation, which they easily learned, 
as they all spoke English perfectly. At the end of their 
cruise of two years they received their certificates in nav- 
igation. They returned to Germany and two of them, 
Berger and Bastch became distinguished admirals and 
associated their names with the upbuilding of the Prus- 
sian Navy, which was the nucleus of the Naval establish- 
ment of the present German Empire. Two officers who 
were messmates of the young Germans on the St. Law- 
rence are still living—Admirals Erben and Jouett. The 
officefs of the St. Lawrence on that cruise were Captain 
Hiram Paulding, Lieutenants Henry K. Hoff, W. Rod- 
gers Taylor, Charles Cullom Barton, Edmund Lanier, 
Joseph H. Adams, Master (Navigator) Foxhall A. 
Parker; Surgeon Clymer, Paymaster Stockton, Assistant 
Surgeons J. O’Connor Barclay and W. F. Carrington ; 
Capt. Benj. F. Brooke and Lieut. William Hayes, Marine 
Corps; Chaplain William Eaton, Passed Midship- 
men, J. E. Hart, W. V. Gilliss, E. W. Henry, W. W. 
Low, S. P. Carter, Leonard Paulding, Weston Smith, 
William K. Mayo, James E. Jouett, William M. Gam- 
ble, Midshipmen John Irwin, Charles Thorburn, Sal- 
mon A. Buel, Henry Erben. 

While the so-called revolution in San Domingo is prob- 
ably far less serious than the press dispatches would 
have it appear, the action of the Navy Department in 
ordering the U. S. S. Machias to Samoa Bay as a 
cautionary measure is eminently commendable. The in- 
terests of the United States in the island are large and 
have a right to the most thorough protection. The 
islanders themselves are also entitled to the friendly 
services of this Government in maintaining law and 
order—and for this reason, that almost a third of a cen- 
tury ago they were encouraged to hope for annexation 
to the United States, and thus place their territory un- 
der the fostering influence of American institutions. The 
people of San Domingo, by what was virtually a unan- 
imous vote, declared in 1871 for annexation, and had 
their offer been accepted by the American Congress in 
accordance with the far-sighted judgment of President 
Grant, we should not only’ have acquired an invaluable 
foothold in the West Indies but the island would have 
escaped the almost continuous civil strife and commercial 
decay through which it has passed since that time. 
The failure of the annéxation project was a disappoint- 
ment from which the inhabitants of San Domingo have 
never recovered. It has bred political discord and indus- 
trial distress. And now, when these elements threaten to 
precipitate a revolution, the people of the island have a 
right to turn to the United States for assistance in 
averting anarchy and bloodshed. It is particularly for- 
tunate, therefore, that the Machias, Comdr. Henry Mc- 
Crea, U. 8. N., has been ordered to Samoa Bay. Com- 
mander McCrea is an officer of the finest courage and 
discretion, whose prompt action in landing marines at 
Colon a few months ago, when the troubles in Co- 
lombia threatened to interrupt communication across the 
isthmus, distinguished him as exactly the man for the 
emergency. His presence at Samoa means that Ameri- 
ican interests there shall have the amplest protection and 
that his influence, as far as it may properly be exerted, 
will be found in support of peace and order. 
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The Investigating Board of which Rear Admiral] F. 
M. Ramsey, U. 8S. A., retired, is president, recently ap- 
pointed to visit the various yards building torpedo boats 
and destroyers, began its work on March 27 by visiting 
the works of the William R. Trigg Company, of Rich- 
mond, Va. The matter on which this board will collect 
data comprises the actual cost of the boats and destroy- 
ers, all details being collated from the books of the con- 
cerns interested, and also the actual loss involved in the 
contract, taking the appropriation as a basis of esti- 
mate. The board will visit in turn the works of each 
contractor for these boats and the report will be an in- 
valuable addition to the information already on file in the 
Department on the subject of cost of material, workman- 
ship and supervision. The details of this inquiry will 
not be made public at present, and it is generally under- 
stood that, inasmuch as the inquiry entails examination 
into shop and office methods, the larger part of the in- 
formation to be gathered by this board will not be made 
public at all. The board comprises Rear Admiral F. M. 
Ramsey, U. 8S. N., president; Pay Inspector Stephen 
nand, U. S. N., Lieutenant Commander J. R. Edwards, 
U. S. N., and Naval Constructor Lawrence Spear, U.S.N. 

At the meeting of the British Institution of Naval 
Architects held in London on March 19 a paper was read 
by Mr. Sydney Barnaby on “Torpedo-Boat Destroyers,” 
in which he said that he saw no reason why boats having 
speed of 30 to 31 knots at light draught should not be as 
capable of living through bad weather as a torpedo-boat. 
On the other hand, if it was considered essential that, 





instead of working from a base, destroyers were to be 
made capable of accompanying the fleets to sea, such a 
requirement could not be met without a great sacrifice 
of speed. Discussing the paper Admiral Bowden Smith, 
R. N., said that he had found that the flotilla of destroy- 
ers under his charge was too frail for service. They 
were always being damaged, particularly about the bows, 
by the most trifling collisions, such as rubbing against 
a floating buoy, or coming alongside a wharf. In the 
old days when caught in a gale they lay-to. In the pres- 
ent day they had so much power under their feet that 
they drove against a head sea, and so did serious harm. 
As to the loss of the destroyer Cobra, he held that if the 
officer in command had lain to head to sea, instead of 
running for a harbor, the Cobra would still be afloat. 
Admiral Freemantle, R. N., insisted that the use of these 
craft was limited, and they must be nursed. Other 
speakers supported in general terms the contention that, 
properly built and properly handled, torpedo destroyers 
could stand very heavy weather indeed, but that there 
was a growing tendency among nayal men to expect work 
from them for which they were neither intended nor 
suited, and that the attempt would necessarily end in dis- 
appointment. 

In opposition to the two bills now pending in the 
House to grant an additional annual leave of fifteen days 
to civilian employes of all navy yards, some 300 work- 
men engaged at the New York Navy Yard have joined in 
a protest which discloses a large streak of strong com- 
mon sense. The signers declare that they are entirely 
satisfied with the fifteen days leave now allowed by law, 
and that if the proposed additional leave of fifteen days 
were granted the increased cost of labor to the Govern- 
ment would be so great that the chances of a large num- 
ber of persons for permanent employment at the navy 
yards would be seriously impaired. It is not often that 
workingmen engaged in any calling take so sensible and 
far sighted a view of their own interests as this, and it is 
particularly rare in the case of employes of the Govern- 
ment. ‘The protest from the employes of the New York 
Navy Yard is a credit to every man who signed it, and 
it should call a halt upon an extravagant tendency which, 
unless firmly checked, may lead to the entire abolition of 
leaves of absence. This course, indeed, has already been 
recommended by Rear Admiral Francis T. Bowles, Chief 
of the Bureau of Construction and Repair, U. 8. N., and 
by Rear Admiral Mordecai T. Endicott, Chief of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks, U. 8S. N. 
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Plans for disposing of the mineral lands and regulat- 
ing the conditions of mining in the Philippines have 
been agreed upon by the Senate Committee on the Phil- 
ippines and will be incorporated in the pending bill in the 
form of an amendment. The committee has adopted 
the British-American system of not permitting the locator 
of a lode claim to go outside his boundary line vertically 
extended. The locator of a lode or vein is allowed to 
enter a tract of iand 1,000 feet square and he is re- 
quired to mark plainly his claim with posts. No one 
person is to be allowed to make more than one location 
on the same lode and the surface land and timber are to 
be used only for the development of the lode. It is re- 
quired that not less than $100 worth of work shall be 
dene on a claim each year. To obtain a patent on a 
claim $500 worth of work must be done. Placer claims 
are limited to twenty acres of land for individuals and 
160 acres for associations. Authority is given to enter 
petroleum or building stone land under this provision. 
Entries of coal lands to the extent of 160 acres are 
authorized.

The Army and Volunteer brevet nominations recently 
sent to the Senate, for service in Cuba and the Philip- 
pines, leave out in the cold many officers who rendered 
the most distinguished and heroic service. For exam- 
ple, a single officer of some organization § gets 
a brevet, while other officers who rendered equally gal- 
lant service in the same action are ignored. In one 
case a commanding officer recommended a number of 
his officers for conspicuous gallantry, and yet it is only 
the C. O. himself who is recognized. Doubtless the 
board in determining whether the gallantry performed 
was in or out of the line of duty, had some hard 
problems to solve, and here it is claimed is where the 
injustice comes in. Many officers would prefer to see a 
bill introduced to abolish brevet rank entirely, and in 
place have officers conspicuous for gallantry receive a 
medal. In more than one instance officers breveted 
have said to us that they were inclined to refuse their 
brevets because they thought other officers who partici- 
pated with them in the same action and were equally 
distinguished were passed over. 
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The Government of Colombia, through its representa- 
tive at Washington, has submitted to the Secretary of 
State a new treaty to cover the proposed sale of the 
property and franchise of the French Panama Canal 
Company to the United States. This treaty is virtually 
a reaffirmation of the old treaty of 1848, under which 
the United States guararitees to maintain peace and 
order on the Isthmus of Panama, but it has been so re- 
vised as to ratify in advance any purchase by the United 
States of the holdings of the Panama Canal Company. 
One of the most serious objections to that purchase was 
that the Panama Canal Company could not convey a 
clear title to its property, but this has been overcome 
by the new agreement, thus leaving the question of canal 
routes to be settled on its merits. The removal of this 
obstacle is undeniably a gain for the advocates of the 


Panama route, but the prospect of canal legislation o¢ 
any sort during the present session of Congress is any. 
thing but encouraging.

almost up to the muzzle of the rifles,” and that the: had 
to face a heavy fire is indicated by a statement coming 
from a Boer source, and reported by a special corre 
spondent of the London Standard, that Delarey ha: 30 
killed and wounded. This correspondent says: “The storm 
of bullets and shells to which the enemy were expose 
caused hardly a falter in the rapid advance of their lines 
of horsemen. The most disciplined troops could have 
done nothing better.” We commend these facts to the 
consideration of those gentlemen who are so busily en- 
gaged in ciphering out the future of warfare as a 
product of three factors only, viz., range, rapidity, 
and invisibility of fire. The old motto still holds true 
in war, “l’audace, toujours |’audace.” ° 
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We have received a communication this week from an 
officer of the Army, who cites the existence of prize 
money in the Navy as an illustration of what should be 
done for the Army and in the Forum for April, Capt. 
John H. Parker, U. S. A., says, “the Navy has at least 
its prize money.” If tnese gentlemen had read their 
ARMY AND Navy JoURNAL more carefully they would 
learned that the law giving prize money and bounty to 
the Navy was repealed by the act of March 3, 1899, 
known as the Personnel bill, which contains this proviso: 
“And all provisions of law authorizing the distribution 
among captors of the whole or any portion of the pro- 
ceeds of vessels, or any property hereafter captured, con- 
cemned as prize, or providing for the payment of bounty 
for the sinking or destruction of vessels of the enemy 
hereafter occuring in time of war, are hereby repealed.”

It is generally understood that the project for the es- 
tablishment of a strong naval station at Olongapo, 
Subig Bay, will not be urged at tne present session of 
Congress, on account of the large expense involved in 
the work and the opposition to the inauguration of th 
station by several] naval officers whose views do not take 
into account the immense value of a naval station at 
Olongapo in the immediate future. Rear Admiral 
Bowles, of the Bureau of Construction and Repair, and 
Rear Admiral Endicott, chief of the Bureau of Equip- 
ment, have given testimony adverse to the plan at pres 
ent. It is believed, however, that eventually the station 
at that point will be installed and the millions required 
will be forthcoming. 
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The Navy Department has decided to install the pro- 
tected cruiser Minneapolis as temporary receiving ship 
at the League Island Navy Yard, to relieve the old 
steam corvette Richmond, which is obsolete for the pur- 
pose and is to be towed down to the Norfolk Navy Yard. 
The Minneapolis will be placed in good condition, and is 
to be held ready for sea service at short notice in case 
of necessity. it is the opinion of tne Secretary of the 
Navy that a ship will deteriorate much faster lying idle 
than when in commission for service, regardless of what 
that service may be. It is not unlikely that this idea 
will be applied to several other of the vessels in “ordi- 
nary” or laid up at the various naval stations in a state 
of almost complete unreadiness for sea service.

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The contractors for the torpedo destroyer Dale, the 
Wiliiam R. Trigg Company, have notified the Navy De- 
partment of the readiness of that vessel for the trials 
coutemplated by the contract, and it is quite probable 
that these official trials will be held in the near future. 
Under the recently adopted modifications in the trials of 
these crafts, the Dale must make a satisfactory standard- 
ization of her screws up to twenty-eight knots per 
hour over the measured mile course, and twenty-six knots 
for one hour in free route. The requirement for the De- 
catur, built by the same company, was a_ speed of 
tweity-eight knots for two consecutive hours, which 
that vessel complied with on the first trial. The fact 
tuat no other firm has succeeded in fulfilling these strin- 
geut requirements is one reason for the considerable 
medification in the performance above noted. 


The Manila American says: “Such business men of 
Manila as object to the publication of the truth, should 
get after the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL which has got 
the straight end of the Philippine situation.” 
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Upon the arrival on the Asiatic Station of Rear 
Admiral Robley D. Evans, there will be a general re- 
arrangement of the stations and duties of the flag 
officers there. Rear Admiral Frank Wildes will trans- 
fer his flag from the battleship Kentucky to the Rain- 
pow, and Rear Admiral Rodgers, commander-in-chief 
ef the station, will retain. the New York as his flag- 
ship. Admiral Evans will fly his flag from the Ken- 
tucky and be assigned to the command of the naval 
forces in Chinese waters. Admiral Wildes will per- 
maneutly be stationed at Cavite and Admiral Rod- 
gers will exercise a general supervision over the en- 
tire station. Admiral Rodgers is now visiting various 
points on his station and has recently been reported 
to the Navy Department as having arrived at Woo- 
sung, the port of Shanghai, China. 
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Rear Admiral Norman H. Farquhar will be placed 
on the retired list of the Navy on April 11 because of 
age, and will be succeeded as President of the Light- 
house Board by Rear Admiral George W. Remey, who 
is now en route to this country. The retirement of Ad- 
miral Farquhar will promote Capt. James H. Sands 
to be a rear admiral and also Capt. Joseph B. Cogh- 
lan, who is an extra number, will then be restored to 
the place he would have held had he not lost numbers 
as a result of the finding of the court-martial, which 
will place him just above Captain Sands. The pro- 
motion of Captain Coghlan an extra number would 
necessarily also promote the officer just below him, who 
will be Captain Sands.

The Navy Department is prepared to deal with the 
torpedo boat question in what is generally conceded to be 
the most practical way. During the next few months 
nearly thirty boats of this type will be given speed trials 
with a view to determining which ones come up to the 
speed and strength requirements and which are of faulty 
construction. This action is not to be taken in accord- 
ance With the recommendation of Rear Admiral Francis 
T. Bowles, chief of the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair, who, it is understood, has urged that each boat 
of the type still under construction be so changed as to 
give it greater strength and speed. ‘lhe Navy Depart- 
ment has decided not to adopt this recommendation, but 
does not believe that all of the boats will be able to meet 
the requirements. The first of the trials will take place 
this month and others will follow as they can be ar- 
ranged for. Many of the little boats are within a few per 
cent. of completion. 
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The Navy Department will adopt a new method for 
the training of landsmen for the Service which, it is 
believed, will tend to increase the efficiency of the Navy 
and prevent the entrance in’ the Service of many men 
who are not qualified. In the future all green landsmen 
vill first be given a preliminary course of training of six 
month’s duration on land, at the end of which there will 
be a weeding-out process, and only the men who have 
shown ability will be sent to sea on training ships. The 
land training of the men will be conducted at Port Royal, 
S. C., at New London, Conn., and later at Norfolk, Va. 
Che training ships Franklin and Richmond are to be pro- 
vided with accommodations for one thousand men. This 
scheme is the first step towards the fina] adoption of 
Rear Admiral Crowninshield’s long-advocated plan of 
having seamen trained at land barracks and entirely 
doing away with the training ship system. 
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The Navy Department is informed of the arrival of the 
batileship Wisconsin at San Diego, Cal., on March 25, 
from Acapulco, Mexico. Since her departure from the 
Puget Sound Naval Station the middle of October the 
Wisconsin has visited Honolulu, Samoa, Valparaiso, 
Chile, Callao, Peru and Acapulco, the next port having 
been Magdalena Bay in’ Lower California, a famous 
place for all sorts of drills, target practice, etc. The 
Wisconsin will probably fetch up at San Francisco in 
the immediate future. 
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At the request of the Surgeon General of the Army 
orders have been issued to all the military departments 
to hold examinations sometime between the first and tenth 
of May for the appointment of twenty-three hospital 
stewards to fill the vacancies now existing. The ques- 
tions for the examinations have already been sent to the 
€@hief Surgeon of the Division of the Philippines in order 
that the examinations may be conducted in that depart- 
ment at the same time as in this country. 





Rear Admiral George C. Remey, U. 8. N., recently in 
command of the Asiatic squadron, has informed the De- 
parrmment by cable of his departure from Colombo en 
route for Port Said, where he may be expected to arrive 
on his flagship, the Brooklyn, within the next few days. 
Admiral Remey will arrive in New York during the 
present month, in all probability, and will be granted a 
leave of absence for a brief period. 
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The House Committee on Naval Affairs is hard at 
work on the forthcoming Naval appropriation bill and is 
daily changing the items. For this reason it would be 
perfect folly to endeavor to publish anything definite 
relative to the bill, as positively nothing has yet been 
decided upon by the Committee. The bill will be re- 
ported to the House in about three weeks. 





ARMY BILL PASSED BY THE HOUSE . 


The House passed the Army appropriation bill, H. R. 
12804, on March 27. We gave the substance of the bill 
last week, page 742. Several] amendments to the bill 
were offered, but only one was adopted. It was in the 
clause providing pay for retired officers, which in the 
origina) bill closed as follows: “For aaditional pay to 
such officers (retired officers) for length of service, to be 
paid with their current monthly pay, $425,000. Provided, 
That hereafter there shall not be allowed or paid any 
increase of longevity pay to any officer retired from 
active service above the sum allowed and paid to such 
officer at the date of retirement. In all, $2,068,391.07.” 

The proviso in this paragraph caused much debate, 
and was finally ruled out on the point of order that it 
created new legislation. Mr. Stevens of Minnesota 
thereupon offered the following amendment as a sub- 
stitute: “Provided, That on and after the approval of 
this act no further increase of longevity pay shall ac- 
crue to officers now on the retired list, and officers here- 
after retired from active service shall not be allowed or 
paid any increase of longevity pay above the sum allowed 
and paid to such officer at the time of retirement.” 

It was not the theory of longevity pay, he,said, that 
it should apply to retired officers. “The history of this 
statute,” he contmued, “shows that when it was first 
enacted the pay department construed that longevity pay 
was not applied to the retired list. ‘hat construction 
was. maintained for quite a number of years, until the 
Supreme Court of the United States construed the word 
‘service’ as applying to the retired list as well as to the 
active list, so tue longevity pay applied to the officers on 
the retired list. But when a man is on the retired list, 
when under the law he is not required, with few excep- 
tions, to perform any services whatever, the reason for 
the addition of tais longevity pay does not apply. Lon- 
gevity is a gratuity alone. It 1s not a pay called for b 
rank; it is a pay that is given for service, pay given for 
wisdom, a pay given for experience, and these reasons do 
not obtain in the case of the man on the retired list of 
the Army. . 

“The effect of the amendment, if adopted, will be to 
prevent any further increase of longevity pay to thos« 
who go on the retired list hereafter. The amendment 
affects only a comparatively few omcers. A table has 
been prepared by the War Department showing the num- 
ber who would be affected—only thirteen officers of five 
years’ service, sixty-two over five years, and seventy 
eight over fifteen years, so that there would be less than 
10 per cent of the officers on the retired list affected by 
the amendment.” 

Mr. Stevens’s amendment was also ruled out, however, 
as creative of new legislation. Mr. Stevens then offered 
the following amendment, which survived the point of 
order and was finally adopted: “DProvided, That no part 
of this sum shall be used for the payment of furthe: 
increase of longevity pay to officers now on the retire: 
list; and officers hereafter retired from active service 
shall not be allowed or paid thererrom any increase of 
longevity pay above the sum allowed and paid to suc! 
officers at date of retirement.” 

The House took up the debate on the bill on March 
26, Mr. Warnock of Ohio remarking that “the bill has 
been very ably prepared, and I think the thanks of the 
House are due to the Committee on Military Affairs for 


the splendid work which has been done in framing a bill - 


that meets all the requirements and at the same time is 
more than $11,000,000 less than the estimates.” 

Continuing Mr. Warnock said in part: “There is one 
thing, however, in this admirable bill that I take very 
great exception to. This provision reads as follows: 
Provided, That hereafter there shall not be allowed or 
paid any increase of longevity pay to any otucer retired 
from actual service above the sum allowed and paid to 
such officer at the date of retirement. The practical 
effect of this provision is to reduce the pay of every 
officer who was retired because of wounds received or 
disabilities incurred in the line of duty in our great civil 
war. Some of these officers lost legs or arms, and one 
officer lost both legs and was retired with rank of lieu- 
tenant. Most of these officers were retired shortly after 
the close of our civil war with very low rank. Very few 
of them were retired with rank above that of lieutenant 
or captain. 

“I know many of them personally. They are now 
growing old, averaging in age from about 60 to 75 year: 
If they had been as fortunate as their comrades who 
escaped unharmed and who passed through the danger 
and hardships of the Civil War without injury, they 
would to-day be enjoying higher rank and increased pay 
as those comrades are. But because they were no longer 
able to discharge the active duties of their office, because 
they were physical wrecks, because they were wounded, 
maimed, and disabled for life, these men were retired 
by a peremptory order from the Government upon three- 
fourths pay and this provision as to the increase. When 
these men were so retired there was no further oppor- 
tunity for promotion for them. The avenues of civil 
life were practically closed to them because on account 
of their disabilities they were not able to compete with 
the earnest, active strugglers wno crowd every avenue 
of labor and of thought. 

“Who are the men whom it is now proposed to single 
out by reason of this provision in this law? Each and 
every one of them was a hero in the mightiest struggle 
that ever shook a continent. It was one long, contin- 
uous, strenuous struggle for four long years of bloody 
war. In that struggle there were 1,882 general engage- 
ments, battles, and skirmishes in which at least one 
regiment was engaged on each side. There were 112 
general éngagements in which the losses on one side or 
the other exceeded 500 in killed and wounded.” 

Mr. Warnock went on to give an interesting table show- 
ing the percentage of casualties on both sides in the Civil 
War, and said: “The foregoing are the immortal records 
of more than 60 regiments in each army, where the loss 
in killed and wounded was from 50 to 85 per cent of the 
numbers engaged. Let us make a little further com- 
parison. Take the great battle of Waterloo, one of the 
15 decisive battles of the world, a Lattle which decided 
the fate and changed the geography of all Europe. In 
that battle Napoleon had 82,000 men and 256 guns 
Wellington, with the allies, had 72,000 men and over 200 
guns. They lost on each side in killed and wounded 
about 23,000 men, being a percentage of loss of from 
25 to 32 per cent. Turn to the great battle of Gettys- 
burg and compare it with the battle of Waterloo, and 
there is a wonderful similarity between the two in some 
respects. General Meade had in his army almost -precise- 
ly the same number of men Napoleon had at Waterloo. 
General Meade had 82,000 men, with the Sixth Corps in 
reserve, with 250 guns. Genera] Lee had an army of 72,- 
000 men, with 200 guns. The losses were 23.000 ‘on 


each side in that engagement, almost identical with. th« 
losses at Waterloo. 

“The battle between the French and Russians at Bor- 
odino was perhaps the bloodiest battle since the invention 
of gunpowder; there were 30,000 men killed on -each 
side. But as each army numbered over 130,000, the 
cent of loss was less than at Gettysburg and less 
at Waterloo. ‘Take the great battle at Leipzig, w 
Napoleon had 175,00v men and where the a : on 
the first day 275,000, increased on the next yy re- 
enforcements to 330,000. There were about 40, killed 
on each side. Yet the very largest numbers ia 
tnat battle made the per cent of loss very much than 
at Gettysburg or Waterloo.” 

Mr. Warnock cited remarkable instances of vow Be 4 
individual regiments in the Civil War, and of the 
North Carolina said: ‘That regiment was 
It had 86 killed and 502 wounded, making a total of 
or 71.7 per cent. That was on the first ‘s battle; but 
the most remarkable part of it is that this regiment oa 
the third day’s fight turned up with a little remnant of 
216 men out of their 820, participated in that gallant 
charge, and came out with only 8O men left. ti 
regard as the most remarkable loss in all history. There 
was a company in that regiment—Captain Tuttle’s com- 
pany—that went in with three officers and 84 men. They 
came out of that with only one officer and one man.” 

Mr. Warnock added that there are 700 retired A 
officers. Mr. Stevens of Minnesota in reply said: “ 
only about 70 of them are affected by this bill, so that 
I do not believe the gentleman can name three who are 
affected by this provision, and all this talk about the 
gallant conduct of officers in the war of the rebellion re- 
fers to the volunteers. It does not refer to those veter- 
ans of the Regular Army who have been on the retired 
list for so long and who are drawing an _ increa 
amount every five years.” 

Mr. Warnock: 1 know positively that that statement 
is not true. I know that the regular infantry regiments 
of the Army of the United States participated in every 
great battle of that war. And I know, personally, sey- 
eral officers of the Regular Army who were wounded in 
one or other of those great battles and retired with low 
rank, and one who tost both legs and was retired as 
lieutenant.” 

Asked whether the provision of the bill to which he 
objected took away anything which the retired officers has 
been getting. Mr. Warnock said: “it takes away the in- 
creased pay that was allowed in 1870 for every five years 
of service, so that if an officer were retired before 1870 
it would take away the 40 per cent twat he has been re- 
ceiving for the years after twenty years had elapsed. 
In other words, the law only gave this increase at the 
rate of 10 per cent for each five years, and when his 
service was twenty years, then the increase stopped.” 

Turning to another subject, Mr. Kern of Illinois said 
that when the proper time arrived he snould take oc- 
casion to offer an anendment providing, “That the Sec- 
retary of War be instructed to authorize the reestablish- 
ment and restoration of the Army canteen as it existed 
under the rules in force previous to its abolition by Coen- 
gress ; and that the provisions of all acts in conflict here- 
with are hereby repealed.” Mr. Kern did introdace bis 
anendment later, but it was ruled out as new legidla- 
tion. Of the canteen he said ne had nv doubt that it was 
abolished in obedience to a sentiment which aimed to 
bring about an entirely meritorious reform. “It was 
done in the interests of sobriety and with a view of puri- 
fying the lives of the soldiers; with the view of improv- 
ine their sanitary conditions, elevating their morals, and 
advancing the men who have enlisted to fight the battles 
of our country in an intellectual way. ut I deny 
that the abolition of the canteen has established or even 
approacned that much-desired condition of things. I 
assert, on the contrary, that the change involves a move- 
ment in the opposite direction. The universal opinion 
from General Howard, that Christian soldier, down 
among all of our military men, and of the most keen 
observers on the outside of the military ranks, is that the 
prohibitory statute enacted against the post exchange 
was a grave mistake.” 

Mr. Prince of Illinois took up the Philippine question, 
vigorously defending our conduct in the islands as both 
humane and just. Mr. Breazeale took occasion to com- 
ment on the action of the Naval Committee in conclud- 
ing not to report any of the penaing bills relative to the 
status of Admiral Schley, saying that “no reason 
state or other reason should operate to prevent the rec 
tification of an injustice done. I submit that before the 
country, before the world, Admiral Schley stands to-day 
as being the victim of one of the greatest and most crud 
injustices ever perpetrated upon a gallant man.” 

r. Hav of Virginia offered an amendment, which 
was revected, reducing the item for pay of enlisted men 
from $11,500,000 to $9,000. He said: “The a 
ment which I have offered is based upon the reduction 
of the Army by 15,000 men from this bill.” In reply 
Mr. Hull of the Military Committee said: “When we 
made the report it was on the basis of a reduction of the 
Army in the Philippines to about 30,000 men, American 
soldiers, and 5,000 iigine soldiers organized under the 
law that was passed when we adopted the general reor- 
ganization bill. It does seem to me that it is a great 
mistake for this committee to reduce this amount below 
what was reported from the committee. The Administra- 
tion in the United States and Governor Taft in the Phil- 
ippines are both of them anxious to reduce army te 
the lowest point consistent with safety and the interest 
of the United States, and if we do not need the num- 
ber that we appropriated for, which, in my judgment, is 
the lowest number that this country can safely go ahead 
with, they will not be used, and if not enlisted and em- 
ployed they will not be paid for; but we should not make 
it impossible to pay if enlisted. From my persona) ex~- 
perience and what I have read and know of it, I should 
sav 30,000 American troops in the Philippines was re- 
ducing the Army to the lowest point consistent with 
safety, and reducing the number more than I would 
take the responsibility of doing.” 

In line with Mr. Hull’s remarks Mr. Cochran said: 
“Do not tell me that 15,000 troops will quell opposition 
to American rule. The time will come when 100,008 
men will be needed. Withdraw 15,000 men now—cut 
your force down to the rly 15,000 talked about— 
and you will find that 100, will be needed before you 
are through with it. EX\very day you stay there will em- 
bitter them. Every hour of their travail will intensify 
their desire for independence and liberty. No matter 
what you may do, insubordination, resistance, 
will continue. No people numbering millions will ever 
peaceably and willingly submit to the reign of a con- 
queror.” 

Later, in connection with the clause providing $1,500,- 
000 for shelter of troops in the Philippines, which 
adopted, Mr. Cochran spoke in the same line, from

then the appropriation of $1,700,000 for arms for 
the militia was reached, Mr. Hay cafled attention to 
the fact that this was an increase of $dvv,000 over the 
amount estimated. by the War Department, and said 
that there wa; no necessity for it, because under the 
appropriation asked for 70,000 rifles a year can be turned 
eut, while the ational Guard of the country does not 
sumber over 100,000. Mr. Parker in reply called atten- 
tion to the opinion expressed by General Crozier, that 
this appropriation was necessary in order speedily to ob- 
tain a reserve for the use of the United States Army of 
300,000 rifles, and said in part: “The cost of a soldier 
int the regular Army is $1,000 a year. The cost of a 
gun is about $12; and we know it will not go out of 
fashion for at least five years. The Springneld stayed 
in use for thirty years. This is the cheapest, it is the 
bést, it is the most necessary military appropriation ever 
asked of Congress, and we should make it.” 
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MILITARY TOURNAMENT AT NEW YORK. 

The annual tournament of the Military Athletic 
League, which closed. at New York City ou the evening 
of March 29,. was the most successful in the history of 
the organization, enthusiastic audiences with a love for 
the military crowding the large building each evening. 

Regular and State froces participating certainly de- 
served the great applause they received, for taken as a 
whole, a more finished exhibition by all branches of the 
Services has never been given. 

While the representatives of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps showed up to the best of advantage, and 
demonstrated that they can drill as well as fight in the 
most finished manner, the showing of the guardsmen 
was not far behind. 

The Canadian visitors were most royally received, and 
their good work was instantly recognized. They will 
certainly have no reason to complain of the reception they 
received. ; ; 

The formation for review each night was made up of 
6 battalions, representing a miniature brigade, in com- 
mand of Col. Chas. H. Luscomb, President of the Mili- 
tary Athletic League. Lieut. Col. H. H. Treadwell, 
22d Engineers, acted as adjutant general.

In the march past the difference between the Cana- 
dian tactics and our own regulations was noticeable. The 
Canadians in the passage carried their pieces at a slope, 
and they turned their heads toward the reviewing officer, 
whereas our regulations direct heads to the front and 
pieces at port arms. 

The salutes of the Canadian officers also differed from 
ours, and were considered more graceful. In fixing bayo- 
nets, the Canadian movements are slower and more 
clumsy than ours, and the men stoop down, the piece 
being lowered, and held between the knees, The review 
was a creditable piece of work, especially as the pro- 
visional brigade had assembled for the first time, and 
was unused to the voice of commanding officers.

The Highlanders ‘ere led by a giant drum major, 
fourteen kilted pipers and four drummers.

After the 
bayonet drill the men doffed bearskins, coats and turtans 
and stood revealed in white knitted jerseys embroidered 
with a red thistle. They then went through a physical 
drill much like Butt’s calisthenics, .ut to the skirl of the 
pipes instead of the usual ragtime from the band. With 
the kilts flapping over bare legs, the sporrans waving 
to and fro in time with their movements, and a perfect 
harmony in motion, the drill was most effective.

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Plans for the reconstruction of the Spanish Navy 
have been drawn up by Captain Chacon, who proposes 
the building of several large cruisers and a number of 
ironclads.

CAPTAIN PERRY’S DENIAL. 


It was reported in press dispatches about six weeks age 
that Capt. Thomas Perry, U. 8. N., commanding the U. 
S. S. Iowa, then as now cruising in South Americay 
waters, had declared at a banquet in Chili that the 
Chilians could whip any other country in South America, 
This story was brought to the notice of the Navy De 
partment, and while Secretary Long instantly repudiated 
it as absurd, he nevertheless transmitted to Captain 
Perry a request for an explanation. Captain Perry’s re- 
ply is as follows: 

“United States Battleship lowa, 
Montevideo, Uruguay, Feb. 22, 1902. 

“Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
the Wepartment’s letter No. 299,036 of Jan. 16, in- 
closing a newspaper clipping with regard to a toast al- 
leged to have been made by me at a banquet at Talca- 
huano, Ghili, and directing me to advise the Department 
as to the correctness of the words attributed to me. In 
reply I desire to state that no banquet was tendered to me 
in ili, and I attended no banquet in that country, nor 
was I present at any time while in that country at any 
dinner, breakfast, luncheon, supper, or any other meal 
where an toast or speech was made by me or others. 
Nor did I at any time say anything either in public or 
private, that could be construed to mean that I favored 
either Argentina or Chili in the event of war; but, on the 
contrarv, I carefuliy refrained from making any state- 
ment that would be unbecoming my position of a strict 
neutral. 

“The only incident I can recall from which this false 
report could have sprung was the following: The In- 
tendente of Concepcion visited the ship officially soon 
after our arrival at Talcahuano, accompanied by a party 
of avout fifteen persons. He was received by me and 
my officers with all the honors due him, and after es- 
corting the party about the ship, we came to my cabin, 
where I offered the gentlemen a glass of wine, and said 
to the Intendente: ‘Permit me, sir, to propose your good 
health. The best wish I can offer you is that peace may 
prevail in your country.’ That was my only toast in 
Chili, and I shall ve very pleased to repeat it in Argen- 
tina. 

“There was a report current in Chilian newspapers that 
the Iowa had been sold to the Chillian Gevteinees. I 
am as innocent of making the alleged speech as I am 
of selling the ship, and no more likely to do one than the 
other. he newspaper clipping is herewith returned.

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OUR MEDICAL WORK IN CUBA. 


Major W. C. Gorgas, Med. Dept., U. S A., Chief 
Sanitary Officer of Havana, Cuba, has submitted a re- 
port of his work for the calendar year 1901 which is of 
interest partly because of the results described and part- 
ly because, in the words of the author, “it is probably 
the last annual report that will be made by a United 
States Army officer as Health Officer of Havana.” 
Major Gorgas states that the number of cases of in- 
fectious and contagious diseases during the year was 
small. There was little diphtheria or typhoid fever, 
and the tuberculosis rate was about that of most cities 
in civilized countries, having decreased rapidly since the 
American occupation. A remarkable decrease is also 
to be noted in malarial diseases, due in great degree to 
the destruction of disease-bearing mosquitoes. It is to 
this organized work of destroying the mosquitoes that 
the wonderful improvement in health conditions in Hav- 
ana is due. Yellow fever has been eradicated, Small 
pox has been conquered. The deaths from yellow fever, 
in Havana, in 1896-7 numbered 1,385; in 1899-1900 they 
numbered 122 and the average for each of the eleven 
years ending with 1900 was 467 In the year ending 
March 1, 1901, there were 1,244 cases and 310 deaths. 
On the date named the American military authorities 
instituted a radical policy of sanitary reform throughout 
the city accompanied with an energetic warfare of de- 
struction upon the variety of mosquito which has been 
proved to be the only agency by which the germs of yel- 
low fever are transmitted. The first year after this work 
began there were only 18 deaths from yellow fever and 
twelve of these occurred before the mosquito work had 
really started. Since September 28, 1901, there have 
been no cases of yellow f ver in the city which is notable 
in view of the fact thac October and November are the 
worst months in the year for the disease. This report, 
describing results in behalf of humanity which must 
be recognized as among the noblest of American mili- 
tary achievements in Cuba, concludes with this impres- 
sive utterance: “The Army took charge of the Health 
Department of Havana when deaths were occurring at 
the rate of 21,252 per year. It gives it up with deaths oc- 
curring at the rate of 5,720 per year. It took charge 
with small pox endemic for years. it gives it up with 
not a single case having occurred in the city for over 
eighteen months. It took charge with yellow fever en- 
demic for two centuries, the relentless foe of eve 
foreigner who came within Havana’s borders—whi 
he could not escape, and from whose attack he well 
knew that every fourth man must die. It leaves, after 
careful study of the question of yellow fever by its offi- 
cers, undeterred by personal risk—for several of 
investigators have died of the disease, contracted at 
their work. It bas established the fact that yellow fever 
is only transmitted by a certain species of mosquito, n 
discovery that in its power for saving human life, is only 
excelled by Jenner’s great discovery, and as time goes 
on, it will stand in the same class as that great boon to 
mankind.”

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OUR NEW GENERAL OFFICERS. 


The vacancy in the grade of major general was this 
week filled by the nomination of Gen. Robert P. Hughes 
to be a@ major-general in the Regular Army, vice Otis, 
retired from active service. At the same time that 
this appointment was made by the President he sent 
to the Senate the nomination of Cols. Isaac D. De Russy. 
Andrew 8, Burt and Michael V. Sheridan to be briga- 
dier generals. These appointments fill all the vacan- 
cies existing at present in the grades of brigadier and 
wa jor-general, 

Robert Patterson Hughes entered the military ser- 
vice as a private of the 12th Penn, Vol. Infantry, April 
25, 1861, and was mustered out of the Volunteer service 
June 28, 1865, as lieutenant colonel of the 199th Penn., 
with the brevet of colonel tor gallant and distinguished 
service im the assault on Ft, Gregg, Va. When the 
regular Army was reorganized General Hughes was 
appointed a captain, 18th Infantry, July 28, 1866, and 
continued in the Infantry arm until Feb., 1885, when 
he was appointed a major and inspector general. He 
rose to the position of colonel and inspector general on 
Ausust 31, 1888, and was appointed a brigadier general 
of volunteers at the outbreak of the war with Spain, 
and a brigadier-general in the Regular Army on Feb. 
5 of last year, when the Army was reorganized. He 
retires April 11, 1903. 

Isuac Denniston De Russy was born in Virginia and 
appointed from New York as a 2d lieutenant in the Ist 
Infantry, April 26, 1861, and followed the fortunes of 
the Regular, rising through the grades until he was 
senior colonel in the line of the Army. He has been 
21 and Ist lieutenant and captain, Ist Infanty; major 
ith Infantry, brevet, colonel 14th Infantry, and colonel 
llth Infantry. He retires June 13, 1904. Colonel De 
Russy served throughout the Civil War with the Regu- 
lars, remaining on duty afterward in the Department 
of the Gulf for several years. He was brevetted ma-- 
jor, March 18, 1865, for faithful and meritorious ser- 
vice during the War. At the outbreak of the Spanish 
War he accompanied his regiment to Porto Rico, where 
he remained until Dec., 1900. In April of 1901 he 
went to the Philippines with his regiment and is at 
present on duty there. General De Russy has served 
co: tinuously in the Regular Army for more ‘than forty 
yecrs. He retires Nov. 21, 1903.

The Senate has passed S. 4222, to appoint Capt. John 
Russell Bartlett, USN. retired, as rear admiral, re- 
tired. He was retired in 1897, when in his fifty-fourth 
year, on report of a board which found him incapacitated 
for active service by reason of neurasthenia. na re- 
port favoring the bill Secretary Long says: “Without 
questioning the correctness at that time of this finding, 
it appears to be a fact that ever since a few months 
after his retirement he has been an unusually good speci- 
men of health and of physical and mental activity. 
During the recent war he was put on active duty and did 
vaiuable and efficient work; and it is believed that he is 
capable of performing active duty, as other officers of the 
same age. He has served with credit throughout his ca- 
reer in the Navy. The Department would have pre- 
ferred a measure providing for the restoration of this 
officer to the active list after examination as to his phy- 
sieal and other qualifications.” 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has reported 
adversely S. 2029, entitling any officer of the Navy or 
Marine Corps appointed a second lieutenant of artillery 
to take rank in accordance with the date of his original 
commission in the Navy or Marine Corps. In an un- 
favorable indorsement of the bill Secretary Root says: 
“it would give the young man in the Navy or Marine 
Corps when transferred to the Army a privilege which is 
denied to the officers of the Army themselves; for officers 
are not permitted to be transferred from one branch of 
the Army to another with credit for their previous ser- 
vice. For example: If a young man who had served 
as a lieutenant of infantry in the Army for the same 
length of time that another young man had served in 
the Marine Corps, and had been at the same time appoint- 
ed a second lieutenant of artillery, he would, under the 
general law, have taken rank just as the young man 
from the Marine Corps now does, from the date of the 
new appointment. This rule is founded upon perfectly 
good reasons, based upon years of experience, and I can 
not favor a change, either in regard to officers of the 
Army or officers of the Navy or Marine Corps.”

The House Committee on Military Affairs has reported 
favorably 8S. 312¥, authorizing the erection of buildings 
by the international committee of Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Associations on military reservations, which was 
also favorably reported by the Senate Committee. The 
bill will permit the erection of a building on the military 
reservation at Fort Hancock, N.J., for which purpose, it 
is understood, the necessary funds ($10,000) have been 
proffered by Miss Helen Gould of New York, to contain 
reading, recitation, and correspondence rooms, and gym- 
nasium, with bowling alleys; also smaller rooms for com- 
mittee meetings, club rooms, Bible and _ educational 
classes.

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NEWS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


Aguinaldc, the captive leader of the Filipino insur- 
rection, appeared in the civil court of Manila on March 
31, having been summoned as a witness in a libel suit 
instituted by two native members of the Philippine 
Civil Commission against a local newspaper. He did 
not. take the witness stand, however, his testimony be- 
ing deemed unnecessary, 

Rufino, a wealthy Filipino, who has spent upwards of 
$30,000 in efforts to excite an uprising of the natives in 
the Province of Misamis, Island of Mindanao, has sent 
word to the American military authorities that he has 
had enough and is ready to surrender with seventy- 
five rifles to the native constabulary. This wiil ex- 
tinguish the last spark of insurrection in Mindanao. 

Major Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, U. S. A., commanding 
Military Division of the Philippines, will leave Manila 
on April 10 on a tour of inspecton in the Island of 
Samar. He will be present at the surrender of the 
insurgent General Guevarra on April 15. It is under- 
stood that after this surrender the American force in 
Samar will be considerably reduced. 

Major Louis M. Maus, Med. Dept., U. 8S. A., Health 
Commissioner of Manila, has prepared plans for s 
public park in that part of the city bounded by the 
Pasig River, Calle San Lais, the Paseo de Bagom- 
bayan and the Luneta. The area thus described is 
about 150 acres and if converted into a modern park 
would add greatly to the beauty and comfort of the 
city. 

Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U. 8. A., commanding in 
Batangas Province, Island of Luzon, reports almost 
daily surrenders of small bands of insurgents.

COURT-MARTIAL OF AN OFFICER. 

The War Department has received from Major General 
Brooke, commanding the Department of the East, the 
proceedings and findings of the court-martial in the case of 
Ist Lieut. William M. Parker of the 11th Infantry, who 
was tried and convicted at Ponce, Porto Rico, of conduct 
to the prejudice of good order and military discipline. The 
president of the court was Lieut. Col. J. M. K. Davis, 
Art. Corps, and Capt. A. C. Blunt was the judge advo- 
cate. It was alleged that Lieutenant Varker was drunk 
and disorderly in the quarters of 2d Lieut. G. R. Craw- 
ford, 11th Inf., and that he applied an approbrious epi- 
thet to a native of Porto Rico without cause or provoca- 
tion. The court found the officer guilty and sentenced 
him “to be reprimanded by the reviewing authority and 
to be confined to the limits of the command where his 
company may be serving for six months, and to forfeit 
one-half his pay for the same period.” In approving the 
sentence of the court General Brooke said: “In com- 
plving with that part of the sentence which directs a 
reprimand to be administered, the reviewing authority 
informs Lieutenant Parker that his offenses have not 
failed to attract serious notice, and admonishes him that 
his indulgence in the disgraceful habit of drinking to 
excéss is calucnlated to equally unfit him for the Military 
Service and for the society of gentlemen. And particu- 
larly is his conduct reprehensible with respect to the 
place where the offenses were committed, for an officer 
by such acts brings his native country into disrepute in 
the minds of a people who have so recently been brought 
under its Government.”

CHOLERA IN MANILA. 


The cholera situation in Manila has assumed more 
serious proportions within the last week. Up to noon 
of April 2 there had been 118 cases and 93 deaths. 
One thing that makes it difficult for the American au- 
thorities to deal with the emergency is that the Fili- 
pinos and Chinese secrete those of their countrymen 
who are taken with the disease and take to flight, leav- 
ing their dead in abandoned buildings. Hundreds of 
natives are escaping to the provinces in spite of the 
vigilance of the health authorities, and there is danger 
that these fugitives may spread the disease. Several 
intelligent Filipinos in Manila have established offices 
to quiet the fears of their ignorant countrymen and as- 
sist them in enforcing proper sanitary regulations. 
Major Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, U.S.A., commanding 
Military Division of the Philppines, has placeu all 
available medical officers of the Army in co-oneration 
with the civil authorities in combatting the pestilence. 
Detention camps have been estabushed for cholera 
patients and suspects. Major Louis M. Maus, Med. 
Dept., U.S.A., Health Commissioner of Manila, has 
protested to the Bishop of Manila against the action 
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of the local priests, who are telling the ignorant na- 
tives that the prevalent disease is not cholera, but a 
mild type of cholerine and that tue rigorous sanitary 
measures instituted by the American officials are un- 
necessary and are enforced merely in order to annoy 
the people. Major Maus has made a large number of 
post mortem examinations of victims of the disease and 
states that it is Asiatic cholera of the most malignant 
type. The Americans in Manila have no fear of the 
pestilence. It is confined entirely to the natives.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Brevet Major Gen. William D. Whipple, colonel U.S.A., 
retired, died suddenly in the New York Hospital, New 
York city, on April 1, of pneumonia, after an illness of 
only two days. General Whipple had a long and dis- 
tinguished career in the Army. He was graduated from 
the Military Academy and appointed brevet 2d lieutenant, 
3d Inf., July 1, 1851, and promoted to 2d lieutenant in 
September, 1851, and to Ist lieutenant Dec. 31, 1856. 
From 1852 until 1861 he was on frontier dutv in New 
Mexico, taking part in most of the important expeditions 
and engagements with the Apache and Navajo Indians. 
On the breaking out of the Civil War he was appointed 
brevet captain in the Adjutant General’s Department in 
1861, and after two months’ service in the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Office entered on active duty with the armies in 
the field, participating in the active operations of the 
Western armies throughout the entire period of the war, 
first as assistant adjutant general, then as lieutenant 
colonel on the staff of the General Commanding the Mid- 
dle Department and the 8th Army Corps, and subsequent- 
ly as chief of staff to Major General Thomas. He was 
actively engaged in the operations about Chattanooga, 
1863-64, including the battle of Missionary Ridge in 
November, 1863; Rocky-face Ridge, February, 1864; 
Kenesaw Mountain, and battle of Peach ‘Tree Creek, 
June 20, 1864; siege of Atlanta, July-August, 1864, and 
assault upon the enemy at Jonesboro and at Lovejoy’s 
Station and occupation of Atlanta, September, 1864. 

He was engaged in the battle of Nashville, resulting 
in the defeat of General Hood, December, 1864. He 
was brevetted lieutenant colonel, colonel, and brigadier 
general, U.S.A., March 13, 1865, for gallant and meri- 
torious service in the Atlanta campaign and in the bat- 
tles before Nashville, and brevetted major general, U.S.A., 
March 13, 1865, for gallant and meritorious services in 
the field during the Rebellion. He continued on duty as 
assistant adjutant general and chief of staff to the com- 
manding general, Military Division of Tennessee, from 
June to August, 1866, having been mustered out as bri- 
gadier general of volunteers, Jan. 15, 1866. He was 
adjutant general, Department of the Tennessee, August, 
1866 to March 1867; of the Department of the Cum- 
berland, March, 1867, to May, 1869; of tue Division of 
the Pacitic from May, 1869, to June 15, 1870, when as- 
signed to duty as assistant in the adjutant general’s 
office at Washington, where he remained until Jan. 1, 
1873. On the latter date he was appointed colonel and 
A. D. C. to General Sherman, commanding the Army. 
and served in this capacity on General Sherman’s staff 
until May 1, 1878, when assigned to duty as adjutant 
general, Division of the Missouri, commanded by Lieu 
tenant General Sheridan. He was transferred to duty 
as adjutant general, Division of the Atlantic and De- 
partment of the East, General Hancock commanding, 
Oct. 11, 1881, and served in this capacity until retired 
from active service, by operation of law, August 2, 1890. 

General Whipple was a member of the University, 
Union and the Jekyll Island clubs of the Army and Navy 
Club, New York, of the Military Order of the Loyal Le- 
gion, and of the Sons of the Revolution. 

The death of E. H. Francis, the well known pilot 
of Alaskan waters, in Seattle, Wash., March 25, 1902, 
will be learned with regret by his friends, among whom 
are many naval officers. Edwin Henry Francis was 
born at Springfield, Ill., March 9, 1848. His father be- 
ing appointed consul at Victoria, B. C., by President 
Lincoln, that place became his home for a number of 
years. His education was completed at the University 
of Washington, Seattle. President Lincoln offered him 
an appointment to the Naval Academy, but circum- 
stances prevented its acceptance. Business called him 
to Alaska about the time of its cession to the United 
States by Russia, and he lived at Sitka, which he claim- 
ed as his residence, and other places in Alaska, a number 
of years. With his brother, he operated a little steam- 
er, the Rose, for many years in the Alaskan fur trade, 
and gained his intimate knowledge of Alaska and the 
inland passages through British Columbia, while they 
were yet unsurveyed. When the Government began 
sending vessels to make explorations in Alaska, his 
services were obtained, and he was almost constantly 
employed in piloting Government vessels till the time of 
his death. In the survey of Alaska he was intimately 
associated with officers of the Navy and of the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey. He materially advanced the work 
by giving valuable information as to the location of 
unknown and uncharted dangers. Captain Francis as- 
sisted in the work of buoying Wrangell! Strait for the 
first time, and has each year superintended the placing 
of all buovs and aids to navigation in Southeast Alaska. 
After 1898 he was regularly employed by the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey and he assisted in the preparation of 
the latest edition of the Alaska Coast Pilot, just pub- 
lished, thus perpetuating the knowledge gained in a 
long and useful career. Captain Francis had served as 
pilot on nearly everv U. S. Government vessel sent to 
Southeast Alaska, including vessels of the Navy, Reve- 
nue Cutter service, Coast and Geodetic Survey, and 
Ligut House establishment, and had a wide circle of 
friends in these services. His amiable and kindly dis- 
position made him beloved by all who knew or had the 


good fortuae to be associated with him, and he will be 
long and kindly remembered and his death deeply re. 
gretted. 

Mrs. Helen Beatrice Williston, wife of Col. E. B. 
Williston, U. S. A., retired, died at San Francisco 
Cal., March 25, 1902. “ 

James Durell Greene, who died at Ypsilanti, March 1 
1902, graduated from Harvard College, A. B., 1849: 
A. M., 1853; was lieutenant colonel, 5th Mass., V. M. 
April, 1861; appointed to U.S. Arms., lieutenant colonel, 
17th Inf., ssay 14, 1861; promoted colonel, 6th Inf., Sept. 
20, 1863; brevet brigadier general, U. S. A., March 13, 
1865, anu resigned June 25, 1867. His father was at 
one time Mayor of Cambridge, Mass. 

Howard R. Miller of Keokuk, Iowa, a nephew of 
Rear Admiral Miller, U. 8. N., committed suiciae by 
shooting himself through the heart in Lincoln Park, 
Chicago, Ill., March 30. Temporary mental derange- 
ment, caused by overwork and worry over approach- 
ing examinations, is believed to have caused nim to 
take his life. 

Gen. Tobin B. Vinet, Chief of Ordnance of the Louis. 
jana Militia, died in New Orleans, March 31. He was 
a native of New Orleans. He served in the New Or- 
leans Artillery during the Civil War, was engineer in 
the Confederate service and assisted in building several 
military railroads, bridges and numerous fortifications. 

Mrs. B. F. Pope, wife of the late Col. Pope, U. 8. A., 
who was accompanying the remains of her husband 
from Manila to San Francisco on the transport Kil- 
patrick, died during the voyage of dysentery. She 
sailed from Manila on March 1, and was accompanied 
by her little son and daughter, besides a nurse and Dr. 
Manley, whose attendance upon Mrs. Pope was neces- 
sary, owing to her general ill health, resulting from 
grief and worry over the death of Dr. Pope. She ap- 
peared at first to derive some benefit from the sea air, 
but gradually sank until March 19, when she died 
The two little children were tenderly cared for on the 
transport, and upon arrival at San Francisco, Ca)., 
March 31, were taken in charge bv their elder brothers. 

Mr. James Blake Osgood, who died March 24 at 
Washington, D. C., served for 37 years in the office of 
the auditor of the War Department, retiring about 
three years ago on account of ill health. He leaves a 
widow and five children. 

Mrs. Barbanta Brooks, widow of that gallant artil- 
lery veteran, Gen. Horace Brooks, U. 8S. A, died 
March 29, at her residence, 238 East 34th street, New 
York. She was 70 years of age and had been an 
invalid for several years. 

Mrs. William H. Steinhagen, the widow of the late 
Cadet Steinhagen, died at the residence of her sister, 
Mrs. Charles A. Morrow, iu Baltimore, Md., March 29. 
Her husband, Cadet Steinhagen, died during the week 
previous to Christmas last while serving on the U. &S 
ship “Vixen,” in Havana harbor, from an attack of ty- 
phoid fever. The couple were married on the fifth of 
June last, just after the graduation of Cadet Stein- 
hagen, special permission having been granted by the 
Secretary of the Navy for the ceremony to take place. 
Mrs. Steinhagen was Miss Evangeline Bellis, of An- 
napolis, and was a young woman of very great beauty. 
Her death was technically due to nervous prostration, 
but it was unquestionably brought on by grief over the 
death of her husband. The remains of Mrs. Stein- 
hagen were buried on Tuesday beside her late hus- 
band at the Naval cemetery, Annapolis. 

Miss Agnes Wise, daughter of Medical Inspector J. 
C. Wise, U. S. N., died at Warrenton, Va., March 25. 

Miss Pauline Woog, sister of Lieut. B. B. Woog, U. 
S. M. C., died at Washington, D. C., March 19. 

Major J. Rosier Clagett, 2d U. S. Inf., died at New 
Orleans, La., March 28. He went to New Orleans two 
months ago from Fort Thomas, Ky., in search of 
health. He was appointed from Washington, D. C., a 
2d lieutenant in the Army, Nov. 29, 1875, and was 
assigned to the 23d Infantry. He reached his captain- 
cy in 1892, and was transferred to the 11th Inf. in 
August, 1900. He was commissioned major from Feb. 
2, 1901. The funeral took place at the Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery on March 31, Chaplain C. C. Pierce of 
Fort Myer officiating. The funeral procession consisted 
of the Troops F and G and band, 2d U. 8. Cav., and 
the 4th Battery from Fort Myer. Capt. T. J. Lewis 
and Capt. F. W. Sibley, 2d Cav., were among tha 
pallbearers. Mrs. Clagett, who accompanied the re- 
mains from New Orleans to Washington, was present. 

Pay Director Henry T. Wright, U. 8. N., who died 
at Port Said, Egypt, March 28, was appointed an act- 
ing assistant pavmaster in the Navy, Feb. 19, 1864, 
having previously served one year and six months in the 
Volunteer Army. He _ served with the Mississippi 
squadron, 1864-6; Gulf Squadron, 1867, and _ sub- 
sequently in various other squadrons and on shore sta- 
tions. When he sailed from Manila for New York via 
the Suez Canal, March 3, he was threatened with ty- 
phoid fever and his death is supposed to have resulted 
from that disease. He leaves a widow, who was a 
Miss Julia Speir, daughter of the late Judge Speir. He 
was born in Syracuse, N. Y., in 1843. 

Brig. Gen. Livingston Satterlee. a veteran of the Civil 
War, died at his home, No. 2 West 103d street, New 
York city, April 2, from a complication of diseases. He 
had been ill several months. He was a thirty-third de- 
gree Mason. 

Assistant Paymaster Frederick Chunn, U.S.N., who 
died, April 1, in the Naval Hospital at Cavite, P. L, 
was a native of Maryland and was appointed to the 
Navy, Sept. 4, 1900. He was then attached to the 
Frolic. 

The Rev. Dr. W. W. Odell, who died in Omaha, 
April 2 served during the Spanish-American War as 
chaplain of the 3d Illinois. He attained some notoriety 
from the fact that while in Cuba he wrote a personal 
letter to the late President McKinley on the much dis- 
cussed “bad beef” subject.

hroughout this account evidence is found of the pains 
taken by many teiegraphers and many officers to sub- 
stitute carefully made and certified official copies for the 
original telegram filed with the company, from which 
transmission is made, and from whicn the Company's 
bills are computed. So long as this practice continues 
this office will be constrained to suspend such of the 
spurious sub-vouchers as can be detected: and the clerical 
labor entailed upon officers and auditing officer will be 
greatly enhanced, Nothing can serve as a sub-voucher 
for a prepaid telegram but the original paper found in 
the Company’s files. This office does not require the use 
of the blue telegraph blank, No. 87, unless the telegram 
ba originally written thereon, and filed for transmis- 
sion.”’ 

In view of the above, and to avoid future suspensions of 
such accounts, I respectfully request that a circular of 
instructions be issued to govern those concerned in this 
Department, that the supplementing of original telegrams, 
either written on company’s blanks or ordinary paper, 
or given the telegraph operator by telephone, by certified 
official copies made on form No. 87 be discontinued.

In a rapidity test of a five-inch rapid-fire gun on 
balanced pillar mount at Sandy Hook proving ground, 
five rounds were fired in one minute and one second—sep- 
arate loading. A test of a five-inch field howitzer carriage 
gun having recoil on carriage and a spade provided with 
hydraulic spring cylinder, is in progress. The first ten- 
inch disappearing carriage, L.F., Model 1896, built un- 
der contract by the Midvale Steel Company, has been un- 
dergoing test. It could be trained 360 degrees in one 
minute and fifty-five seconds; gun elevated in twenty- 
two seconds; depressed in one minute and forty-five sec- 
onds, and the gun lowered by the retraction mechanism 
in three minutes and three seconds. Range sights for 
fifteen-pounder Driggs-Seabury gun have been graduated 
up to 7,000 yards by range firings.

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ACTION IN CASE OF STAFF PROMOTIONS. 

‘Lune Senate Committee on Military Affairs at its meet- 
ing on April 3 devoted its time to the consideration of 
the nominations of chiefs of the Ordnance Department, 
Corps of Engineers, and the Judge Advocates General, 
and the promotions dependent upon them, which were 
sent to the Senate last December. As a result of the 
meeting all of the nominations, with the exception of that 
of William Crozier to be Chief of Ordnance, were ordered 
reported favorably. The nomination of Captain Crozier 
was ordered adversely reported after a close vote in the 
Committee. We stated in the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL 
of March 29 that the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs would decide for the confirmation of Captain 
Crozier’s nomination to be Chief of Ordnance by a vote 
of nine to two. Strange as it may seem, this was ac- 
tually the standing of the Committee at the time our 
article was written and our information was obtained 
direct from one of the most prominent members of the 
Committee. We are informed that since ‘last week 4 
certain subtle influence adverse to Crozier’s confirmation 
managed to so change the tide that the nomination was 
defeated by a bare majority of the members of the 
Committee. This fact is frankly admitted by some of the 
Senators on the Committee. It is unnecesary to state 
that the action of the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs in reporting against Captain Crozier is generally 
regarded as a direct blow to Secretary Root. There is 
no attempt now made by the high officials of the War 
Department to hide the fact that there is serious dis- 
agreement between themselves and the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs. The vote on Captain Crozier’s nom- 
ination was taken when his most ardent supporter and 
friend, Senator Warren, was absent from Washington. 
Senator Proctor, of Vermont, led the opposition. Not 
only is there lack of harmony between the controlling 
influences at the War Department and the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee, but the matter is assuming a personal 
phase which is particularly objectionable. The Com 
mittee also seems determined to balk any endeavors of 
the Secretary of War to obtain legislation of a new char- 


acter. 

The members of the committee state that the person- 
ality of Captain Crozier did not enter into the discussion 
but that the chief ground for his rejection is the belief 
of a majority of the members that he is not eligible for 
promotion to the head of his corps because of his low 
rank. There is a difference of opinion on a legal question 
between the Committee and the Secretary of War. As 
we have stated, the nominations of Generals Barr, Clous 
and Davis, to be in turn Judge Advocate General; of 
Generals Robert, Barlow and Gillespie to be consecu 
tively Chief of Engineers and the promotions incidental 
thereto, were all ordered favorably reported. No action 
was taken by the Committee on the nominations of Gen- 
eral Hughes to be major general, and of Colonels De 
Russy, Burt and Sheridan to be brigadier generals. It 
is probable that these nominations will be acted upon 
next week. 

The action of the Committee in reference to the brevet 
commissions for the Army is severely criticised by emi- 
ent legal officials of the Administration, and they regard 
the use of a legal technicality as an attempt on the part 
of the majority of the Serate Committee to strike the 
Secretary of War another blow. We learn that Chair- 
man Hawley, excellent old soldier that he is, is open to 
conviction in this matter and believes that brave and loyal 
officers of the Army should be rewarded for their services 
or the field of battle. 

Exactly why the Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
feels as it does toward the Secretary of War we cannot 
learn, but that it has a grievance, we are assured. W: 
are not surprised at the break between the Admin- 
istration and the Commanding General, as this is 
only history repeating itself. The trouble is pri- 
marily due to the law and not to the personalities 
of those concerned in the dispute. Secretary Root 
contends that it was to change the uncertain 
status of the Commanding General that his bill was 
drawn and, instead of further limiting the power of the 
lieutenant general, it would extend it and give him cer- 
tain real and actual authority. This is not the view of 
General Miles, however, and there is no denying that his 
testimony before the Senate Committee of Military Af 
fairs was received with eagerness by those seeking an 
opportunity to defeat the bill. The Secretary of War 
is still determined to continue his fight for the passage 
of the bill to increase the efficiency of the Army. It is 
well understood that a powerful influence will have to be 
overcome, but in view of the fact that the bill is an Ad 
ministration measure it is possible that it can be passed. 
The members of the Senate Committee stand on this bill 
in about the same proportion for and against as they 
voted on the Crozier nomination. The majority is against 
the bill’s passage. There is undoubtedly an unfortunate 
lack of harmony between the War Department and the 





Senate Committee which jeopardizes all Army legislation.

PROMOTION IN THE ARMY. 

Under the above caption Capt. John H. Parker, 28th 
inf, U. S. A., formerly Major 38th U. 8. V., publishes 
an article in the current number of the Forum which 
presents a notably broad and lucid view of this vexatious 
question. After showing that inequalities still develop 
in making promotions under existing methods in spite 
of all efforts to prevent them, and that the seniority 
system is not absolutely uniform in its application to our 
Army, Captain Parker points out that the register ot 
meritorious or distinguished service recently instituted 
by the War Department is a sign of progress toward 
better conditions. The announcement that officers on 
this register will hereafter be given preference in details 
is to Captain Parker a sign that we are moving in the 
right direction. “But,” he continues, “we should move 
carefully, and in correcting existing defects in the ma- 
chine we must avoid the introduction of new and greater 
deiects that may injure the machine still worse in the 
end. Thus far the law, the order, and the announcement 
contain one very striking peculiarity. In every case where 
an officer is thus selected it is to detail him away from 
the line as a reward for merit. If this system be adopted 
as a permanent one, it must eventually result in detailing 
away from the line its best officers.” 

Captain Parker properly urges great caution in modify- 
ing the principle of lineal promotien, and gives warning 
that any change that would permit the introduction of the 
spoils system, or enable political influence to determine 
questions of promotion, would be far worse than any de- 
fect existing now. ‘““The logical place to reward a line 
otlicer,” he says, “is in the line. The fitting and proper 
way to reward him is by advancement. Give his ambition 
an outlet, and he will be striving by honorable service 
for further promotion. That kind of service is what the 
country needs. That spirit is the true spirit of the real 
soldier.” The defeat in Congress of the proposition that 
one-third of all promotions in the line should be made 
solely on the basis of merit and regardless of seniority 
was due to a fear that such a departure from established 
methods might open the way for favoritism and in- 
justice. It was asked, How are these selections to be 
made? If by the President, he must rely upon the rec- 
ommendation of the persons whom he knew, and it too 
often happens that they are politicians with favorites 
whom they want to advance. If by the Secretary of 
War, he must depend largely upon the same sources of 
information, re-enforced in many cases by that elusive but 
powerful agency known as “departmental influence.” It 
was believed therefore that the Army might better bear 
with the ills it had rather than fly to others it knew not 
of, and consequently the defeat of the scheme to make 
one-third of all promotions on merit alone, irrespective 
of seniority, caused little or no regret. 

While Captain Parker does not contend that the sen- 
iority system of promotion is a perfect one he holds that 
it is the best thus far devised, and he insists that lineal 
promotion, by strict seniority, is the only safeguard that 
Army officers have, a safeguard, he adds, which is “an 
absolute necessity.” But he would so modify the sys- 
tem as to permit suitable recognition of and reward for 
especially meritorious or distinguished service by provid- 
ing a form of special promotion in the line itself without 
involving any sacrifice of the seniority principle. To ac- 
complish this, he proposes a method which is distinctly 
original. Under the recently created system of special 
details to the staff, officers so detailed are carried on in 
their proper places on the lineal register, but are actually 
commissioned with higher rank for four-year détails in 
the staff. With these facts in mind, Captain Parker 
unfolds his plan as follows: 

“Establish by law a ‘supernumerary list’ of line officers, 
in each arm of the service, from captain -to colonel, equal 
in each grade to ten per cent of the number now author- 
ized by law in that grade. Prescribe by law that all 
promotions to this supernumerary list shall be for dis- 
tinguished or meritorious service, to be determined in a 
prescribed manner, and place all officers in the service on 
an equal footing for such promotion. Prescribe that 
annually a board of three judge advocates shall select 
a list of candidates in each arm of the service for each 
grade on the supernumerary list in order of merit, as de- 
termined by consideration of official records of service. 
l’rescribe that any officers in the service may make appli- 
cation for such consideration, or that any commanding 
officer may recommend any subordinate for such consid- 
eration, each application or recommendation to be ac- 
companied by the official record of the service on which 
it is based. Prescribe that the candidates so selected 
shall be eligible for one year, and shall be considered by 
the next annual board if they fail of promotion during 
the year, but that all promotions during the year shall 
be from the list of candidates in the order determined by 
the annual board. Finally, let each officer so promotéd 
be carried on in his proper place on the lineal register, 
rithout number, until he shall be promoted lineally to 

is supernumerary grade, at which time let him revert 
to his place in the lineal list, creating a vacancy in the 
upernumerary list to be filled as before.” 

The arguments for this plan are that in the first place, 
it would afford adequate reward for deserving officers 
vithout depriving any other officer of any right to which 
ie is entitled under the seniority system. In the next 
lace it would safeguard the interests of all officers by 
‘ntrusting the selection of candidates for promotion to 
judge advocates of the Army instead of placing it in 
he hands of civilians who are far more amenable to the 
influence of irresponsible politicians. And finally it 
would place the whole system of promotion so far beyond 
suspicion of prejudice or favoritism that the possibility 


service would be an incentive to increased zeal, energy, 
industry and courage on the part of every officer of the 
Army. 


THE WARNING OF ENGLAND'S PXAMPLE. 


“The London Army and Navy Gazette deplores the fact 

that in the loss of guns, in the surrender of regulars, 
and m panies which have been injurious to the prestige 
of an army, England has never had such humiliation as 
has been inflicted upon her by the Boers. It says:““There 
have been surrenders like those of Almanza, Saratoga, 
and Yorktuwn; defeats and reverses like those of Fon- 
tenoy, Landen, Buenos Ayres, etc., have been experienced 
bv all armies, but there has not been, as far as we can 
remember. any parallel to the number of instances which 
the South African campaign has afforded of cavalry and 
infantry laying down their arms from the time of Sir 
George White's first sortie from Ladysmith down to Twee- 
bosch.” In an article in the London United Service 
Magazine for March, T. Miller Maguire ascribes English 
difficulties to ignorance and apathy, and fashionable in- 
fluences in the headquarters. He adds: “No branch of 
the war office is efficient, nor can be as long as grossly 
ignorant society darlings get high places, and as long as 
no proof of special knowledge or general information on 
the part of officials is expected. The ignorance that pre- 
vails in officials circles even now of strategy, tactics, 
guerrilla warfare, military law, military honor, the re- 
sources of our own empire, the resources of foreign coun- 
tries, is, to use the words of one of our best educated gen- 
erals with whom I was discussing the matter lately, abys- 
mal. Whole yeomanry arrangements—staff officers, pri- 
yates, horses—have been an iniquitous scandal from 
beginning to end. Of course, the poor victims 
who are sent by ignorant officials, under ignorant 
officers, on wretched horses, to fight clever Boers 
and die, display endurance and courage—all the 
more disgrace to the authorities who waste both 
them and the country’s revenues.” Mr. Maguire de- 
scribes how the Boers possessed themselves of British 
plans of operation by tapping the wires and taking the 
messages, some of which were in cipher and some were 
not; taking as his authority a recently published work by 
Pienaar entitled “With Steyn and De Wet.” Pienaar 
asserts that at the time of which he writes most of the 
British telegrams passed through the hands of the Boers 
before reaching their destination. On one occasion, by 
way of illustration, they stole from the wires the whole of 
the British plan of campaign for weeks ahead. 

The Army and Navy Gazette urges the most fearless 
investigation into the conduct of the Government which 
embarked blindly upon a campaign without the com- 
monest foresight, although it was strenuously urged upon 
them and the leaders through whom the initial errors 
were emphasized. “Let the truth come out,” it says, 
“without fear, favor or affection.” The Gazette has ap- 
parently little hope that such an inquiry will be effective. 
It shows how little effect was produced by the exposures 
of gross mismanagement in the Waleheren affair, and in 
the Crimea. They were followed by the most extrava- 
gant mal-administration in the Abyssinian expedition of 
1867 and in the Egyptian campaign against Arabi, when 
the sinews of war were of the worst kind, the transport 
mules inferior, the hay and fodder full of stones and 
old iron, and the flour unfit for human food. It is evident 
that when we cite the case of Great Britain in our study 
of the question of Army administration we should look 
to it for a warning, and not for example. 











MORE PAY FOR VOLUNTEERS. 

There are some interesting facts in connection with 
Senate bill No. 1219 now under consideration by the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs, which provides 
that any officer or enlisted man who enlisted in the 
Volunteer Army in 1899 shall be allowed the same 
travel pay on discharge as was provided by law at 
the time of his acceptance. The following table shows 
the rate of travel pay per thousand miles, computed on 
the basis of one day’s pay and subsistence for every 
twenty miles travel, under sections 1289 and 1290. 
Rey. Stat., in force when the Volunteers of 1899 en- 
tered the Service, and the rate per thousand miles 
computed at four cents per mile under the act of May 
26, 1900, in force when they were mustered out, and 
under which they were paid for the land travel from 
San Francisco to their respective places of enlistment 
or entry into the Service.

In addition to the excess per thousand miles for land 
travel from San Francisco to place of entering Service, 
under S. 1219 officers would receive for actual expenses 
for sea travel from Manila to San Francisco $1.50 per 
day for thirty days, or $45 each. 





During debate on a bill to correct the military record 
of Calvin A. Rice, which was taken up by the House in 
Committee of the Whole on March 28, Mr. Talbert raised 
the point that there was no use in passing a bill of this 


position taken by the President in vetoing several such 
bills. Mr. Talbert, who is a Democrat, said he entirely 
agreed with the President’s views in the matter, and it 
was about the only thing in which he did agree with him. 
He believed that “the Grand Army men themselves are 
opposed to having shame and disgrace cast like a shadow 
over this roll by placing upon it, by the side of honest, 
patriotic soldiers, coffee coolers, bounty jumpers, and 
deserters.” In reply Mr. Vandiver pointed out that “the 
President has not taken the position that he will veto 
all desertion bills that are passed by Congress. The po- 
sition he ‘has clearly indicated in the two veto messages 
he has sent to the Senate is that a desertion bill, or a 
bill to correct the record of an officer or private, should 
be a bill permitting the War Department to correct the 
record—not a vill requiring that to be done.” Mr. Mor- 
rell said the War Department did not object to being 
“directed” to correct a record, but to the particular form 
used in the House directing a change to be made in a 
record already made up years ago. If the form was 
changed so as to issue to the soldier a certificate of dis- 
charge at the time of its passage, to have the effect as 
though it was an honorable discharge dating back to that 
time, there would be no objection to such a bill. Mr. 
Kehoe suggested that the Presiagent’s objection was only 
to cases where there had been a judgment of a court- 
martial and where Congress has undertaken to set aside 
the judgment of a court of competent jurisdiction. Mr. 
Mondell said that the Committee on Military Affairs had 
gone verv carefully into the merits of all such bills, and 
that where it reported one case favorably, hundreds were 
adversely reported as without merit. The House there- 
fore favorably reported and passed the bill under con- 
sideration, and several others of like tenor.

Senator Patterson, of Colorado, is so pronounced in 
his “anti-imperialism” that he has convinced himself 
that the capture of Aguinaldo by Brig. Gen. Frederick 
Funston, U.S.A., was accomplished in violation of the 
laws of war, and it is evident that if he could have his 
way about it the General would be slapped into jail in 
no time. The Senator thinks it was a mean trick of 
General Fuuston’s followers to disguise themselves in 
the insurgent uniform in order to deceive Aguinaldo, 
and he holds that the two members of Aguinaldo’s 
guard who were killed in the fight attending the cap- 
ture were “assassinated” within the meaning of the 
laws of war. The trouble with Mr. Patterson is that 
he imagines that the Filipinos understand the laws of 
war and have conducted their warfare in accordance 
therewith, whereas the facts are all to the contrary and 
prove that the insurgents have behaved as civilized 
belligerents only when it has served their immediate 
purpose to do so. One of the most trying difficulties 
encountered by the American forces in the islands is 
that they have been compelled to conduct a tedious 
campaign in the strictest accordance with the laws of 
civilized warfare against adversaries who have wantonly 
and outrageously violated those laws whenever they 
could gain an advantage by doing so. Tnese humane 
methods, instead of being recognized as proof of Ameri- 
can magnanimity and fairness, have been taken by the 
rebels as signs of timidity and weakness on the part 
of our military commanders, and the natural result of 
this gross misapprehension has been to prolong hos- 
tilities far bevond the time when they would have ceased 
had the insurgent leaders been able to grasp the simple 
facts of the situation. We do not feel called upon to 
put in any defense in behalf of Gen. Funston. He has 
an amazing faculty of taking care of himself and can 
well afford to allow his countrymen to judge between 
himself and Senator Patterson. If anybody needs de- 
fending it is the Senator, not the General. 





In circular 6, Feb. 4, Fifth Separate Brigade, P. L., 
in answer to a question as to whether provost courts 
can be established in parts of the country under entire 
civil control by the department commander, under 
existing orders, Lieut. Col. J. N. Morrison, Judge Ad- 
vocate, states that the case is now before the Depart- 
ment Commander in the case of Domingo Quiapo and 
Pablo de la Cruz, and says: “I do not hesitate to say 
that unless existing orders prohibit it, provost courts 
can be maintained by department commanders any- 
where in the islands, under the existing conditions here; 
and I feel equally sure that they ought to be. In fact 
it seems to me that in some places now under civil 
control they are an absolute necessity.” In reference to 
the trial of the insurgent General, Leandro Fullon, for 
“burning and destroying the house of a native under 
the protection of the United States,” Lieut. Col. Morri- 
son says: “The burning and destroying of houses of peo- 
ple that are at the time ‘under the protection of’ the ene- 
my is considered a legitimate act of warfare, and, there- 
fore, judging from the facts set out in the specifica- 
tions, I am not of the opinion that the accused is guilty 
of a violation of the laws of war, and do not recom- 
mend that he be brought to trial.”

CANTEEN VERSUS THE STREET SALOON. 
By Rey. 8S. B. Dexter, National Superintendent Young 
People’s Temperance Union. 

In answer to the criticisms offered by General Dag- 
gett to the writer’s last article, it may be briefly stated 
that said criticisms were not founded on logical prem- 
ises. Prolonged argument is unnecessary. There are 
certain moral rights that cannot be suppressed, since 
every man is his own free moral agent; hence the ef- 
fort to create sentiment favorable to temperance with- 
out individual consent will ever prove a failure. The 
moral import of the history of Christianity, civiliza- 


tion and all moral reform has not been tyrannical legis- 
lation, but earnest entreaty and loving servi 
holding forth of a better life, the Christ life. 

From a study of the whole liquor problem, it seems 
that one of the first things essential to real progress in 
temperance reform work is a true appreciation of those 
who too often are treated as enemies. There can be no 
doubt that the many people of temperance senti- 
ment who line themselves on either side of the canteen 
question, have, as the chief end in view, the promotion 
of the temperance cause. 

There are many adherents of temperance reform who 
are ever ready to support practical methods for the 
restriction and regulation of the liquor traffic, but who 
have little confidence in prohibitory measures. There 
are many advocates of total abstinence, but there are 
some among them who do not believe in total absti- 
nence; it would be well, therefore, for those who in- 
augurated the anti-canteen propaganda to bear in mind 
the fact, that many temperance supporters may be 
found among those who do not bear the name of a 
temperance party. 

Regarding the canteen and its re-establishment, whi«' 
seems almost inevitable in view of existing conditions, 
may we ask General Daggett and others of his fol- 
lowing, if after all they have not presumed too much 
in this whole controversy? 

In the first place the enactment of anti-canteen meas- 
ures after the explanations and statements made by 
men of authority at Washington, was undesignedly a 
reflection upon official judgment and opinion. That the 
reflection was unintentional cannot be doubted; there 
are some things however, in connection with the his- 
tory of the anti-canteen measures and official relations 
to temperance advocates that the general public cannot 
forget. 

The severe attacks of some temperance editors on the 
character and administration of William McKinley can- 
not be forgotten by those who mourn the loss of such a 
Christian Executive. 

The whole question of the Army Canteen, of the Post 
Exchange, or of any regulation of Army affairs, right- 
fully belongs to the Chief Executive, and those at the 
head of the War Department, who, by virtue of their 
position, are far more interested in the Army than any 
temperance organization could ever hope to be. 

It should be remembered by our temperance friends 
that the point at issue on the subject in hand, is not as 
to whether the canteen of the post-exchange is an evil, 
—that it is an evil is readily admitted by all who know 
anything whatever about the canteen—but the can- 
teen in its modernized and regulated form, as it was 
known for a few years prior to its removal, proved it- 
self a fitting compromise for the saloons that crowded 
the gates of many Army garrisons. 

We have been termed champions and advocates of the 
canteen. We deny the charge. We contend, however, 
on the other hand that they who claim to stand for 
temperance reform—who have without remorse turned 
the men of our Army over to the saloons, the gambling 
dens and brothels—have proved themselves the ene- 
mies of practical temperance and the supporters of 
saloon power. 

God forbid that His followers should champion any 
cause but the cause of righteousness and temperance; 
and God forbid also that they should ever, in any way, 
aes wn or indirectly, champion the cause of the street 
saloon. 

It seems strange indeed that some temperance people 
have so much confidence in the care and protection af- 
forded soldiers under the saloon regime, and that they 
so utterly disregard the judicial and military super- 
vision offered under canteen regulations. Such open 
disregard of official opinion and qualitative preferment 
does little honor to the rank and file of Army officers— 
men whose patrotism and integrity are weighed with 
far deeper judgment by the great majority of American 
citizens. 

As one studies this question a peculiar combination 
presents itself: Anti-canteen measures have been 
strongly supported by liquor dealers, gamblers and sa- 
loon tricksters. In the Chicago ministerial investiga- 
tion at Fort Sheridan, one of the first things noticed 
and which seemed so strange ,was the general ogposition 
of the town officials to the canteen. The village treas- 
urer and two trustees of the town were saloon keepers. 
It was discovered also that the mayor of the village. 
who was quoted so freely by the New Voice (a Pro- 
hibition paper) was interested in the liquor business 
and had his office in the rear of one of the leading sa- 
loons. With this discovery we could easily compre- 
hend why these men were so loyal in their support of 
our misguided temperance friends, and the anti-canteen 
enactment. a! 

Some of our contemporaries argued in the beginning 
of this controversy that the closing of canteens would 
not mean an increase in the number of saloons in the 
neighborhood of military reservations, but this argu- 
ment has long since fallen to the ground. Saloons, 
gambling dens and groggeries have multiplied in the 
Philippines since the closing of canteens in those isl- 
ands, while here at home, in many instances, they have 
materially and numerically increased. 

But there is still another phase to this question—the 
citizens of towns and villages contiguous to Army gar- 
risons should be taken into consideration. It obviously 
brings the Army into disrepute, to see drunken and 
debauched soldiers reeling the streets of any city; but 
think of the reflex influence on that town or —_ 
where this is a common every day occurrence. It is 
certainly disastrous to the moral tone of that com- 
munity. The demoralizing influence, upon the children 
alone, becomes a stigma and a disgrace. 

Since the repeal of the canteen law there are citizens 
in the village of Highwood, a suburb of Chicago, who 
feel these demoralizing influences so keenly that they 
have offered their residence property for sale—offered 
it at a great sacrifice. A prominent real estate dealer 
in the vicinity of Highland Park, said recently that he 
knew a number of respectable citizens in ighwood 
who are so disgusted with the conditions of things in 
that place, since the abolishment of the canteen, that 
they are ready to sell their properties at an exceeding- 
ly low figure. If it were not true that closing the 
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canteen of the post-exchange had lowered the moral 
tone of many Army isons, it can not be doubted by 
the most sanguine, that it has lowered the moral tone 
of cities, towns and villages contiguous to Army posts 
and military reservations. 

When it is recognized that the canteen, in many 
instances, practically and really promoted temperance, 
not only by keeping many of the soldiers within the con- 
fines of the reservation, but by giving consideration to 
the limitations of the average man; when this is 

ized, it will be granted by reasonable men, at 
least, that with present saloon laws—the influences 
resultant from the abolishment of the canteen in and 
about most Army garrisons have been detrimental. 

The good temperance people of this country would ac- 
complish far better results by sympathetic service 
among masses—and by encouraging legislation and 
congressional enactments detrimental to the destructive 
groggeries, pitfalls and dens of vice that line the 
streets of our cities and that attract, ensnare and 
destroy the youth of our land.

THE REVENUE CUTTER BILL. 


The House on Friday passed the bill to increase the 
efficiency of the Revenue Cutter Service, after an in- 
teresting debate in Committee of the Whole. Mr. Sher- 
man and others in advoacting the bill called attention to 
the excellent work done by the Service, the dangers and 
hardships it undergoes, and the distinguished part it 
has played in the wars of the Republic. The military 
character of its organization and discipline was com- 
mented on. “The history of our country,” Mr. Sher- 
man said, “has been made more glorious by the ser- 
vice of the revenue-cutter officers.“ There is not one 


blot upon their record that I have been able to discover, 
in any spot or place.” 

Mr. Hepburn said that the committee in charge of the 
bill intend at the proper time to offer the following 
amendment, providing “‘tnat such assimilated rank shall 
not be construed to place any officer of the Revenue- 
Cutter Service in charge of any naval vessel, nor shall 
any naval officer be placed in charge of a revenue cut- 
ter except by direct order of the President.’ Of this 
Mr. Sherman said: “No cutter officer has ever yet been 
placed in a position where he has claimed the command 
or, attempted to exercise the command of a naval ves- 
sel. The intention of this amendment is, as I under- 
stand it, definitely to determine by statute that no 
revenue cutter officer shall command a naval vessel.” 

Mr. Richardson of Alabama spoke in opposition to the 
bill. It had been stated that since 1872 every Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has indorsed and recommended a 
bill of a similar character to this. “I am not here,” he 
said, either to affirm or deny that fact, but I propound 
this question to-day: If this bill in its objects and in its 
purposes, as is confessed, is intended to put the Reve- 
nue-Cutter Service officers on an equal footing with the 
officers of the Navy and the Army, why is it that no 
Secretary of the Navy has been found to indorse a bill 
of this character? There must be some reason for this. 
There is something behind it. The question here, the 
real question, is: ‘Will this Congress put its sanction 
upon a bill to create a civil pension list?” That is 
the real question—nothing more nor less.” 

Mr. Richardson read from a report by Secretary Long 
on a former bill similar to the present one, which failed 
to pass, to show that the Navy Department “did not 
favor the creation of a separate branch of the Navy as 
this bill proposes to create.”” He was glad to see, he 
said, that a clause of the former bul which accorded the 
Revenue Cutter Service some “special honors’ does 
not appear in the present bill. Of this clause Secretary 
Long had said: ‘‘The bill contains inflexible require- 
ments upon the subject of official honor and courtesies 
which would put the Revenue-Cutter Service in an 
anomalous position, but particularly in the presence of 
representatives of foreign military and naval service.” 
That section has been eliminated from the present bill. 
Mr. Richardson continued: “In what way and in what 
manner does this bill ‘promote the efficiency of the 
Revenue-Cutter Service?’ The sole object of this bill, 
stripped of all glamour and pyrotechnics and ‘gush’ 
about the gallantry of the officers of the revenue cut- 
ters, their feats of unexcelled and unparalleled daring, 
is to make the Revenue Cutter officers equal to the 
Navy or Army officers. That is the only proposition. 
It seeks to establish a separate branch of the Navy, in- 
compatible, independent with our Navy, not controlled 
by the Secretary of the Navy, but by the Secretary of 
the Treasury. This bill, in fact and in truth, gives 
preference to the revenue cutter officer over the naval 
officer and increases his pay above the pay of naval 
officer. Why, it is a known fact, and I will read it to 
you, that when a naval officer is on the high seas he 
gets full pay; when he comes ashore there is a reduc- 
tion of 15 per cent in his pay. Have you heard of any 
reduction proposed in this bill for the revenue-cutter 
officers because he is on shore? Does any such thing 
apply to the Army officer? Here is disclosed the ‘cloven 
foot’ in this bill. Why was the Army officer made the 
standard of pay? Are you willing, when the bill reads 
‘to promote the efficiency of the Revenue-Cutter Ser- 
vice,’ to. put them in an advantageous position over the 
naval officers?” 

In reply to this, Mr. Hepburn said: “The difference 
grows out of this pecunarity in the naval service: The 
naval officers have a tour of duty, sav for three years 
at sea, then a tour of three years on shore, and the 
lesser pay applies to the latter period. Now, in the 
Revenue Cutter service there is no distinction of that 
kind; the officers have no period of shore duty.” 

In concluding, Mr. Richardson said: ‘‘The great ob- 
jection I have to this bill, is the far-reaching and dang- 
erous precedent that it establishes. Such a policy as 
this bill fosters belongs to a monarchial form of govern- 
ment; it has not a place in the institutions, principles, 
theories, and conceptions of this great Republic, of ours. 
It is creating a preferred civil list for civil officers. It 
creates a pampered, favored class. I have not one iota 
of partiality or bias or prejudice about this matter. I 
am looking at it from the general broad standpoint, not 
whether these officers of the Revenue-Cutter Service 
are worthy or not, not whether they discharge their 
duties efficiently according to their line of duty—that is 
not the question; but it is a far-reaching precedent that 
this bill creates; it is the far-reaching effect of it that 
once you get it started in_ this Government you can 
never stop it. Because the President has the power un- 
der the statute to order the revenue cutter vessels to 
co-operate with the Navy for the time being, we can 
not say that takes from them the civil features when 
they remain in the custody and under the care of the 





Treasury Department, where they have been for over 
one hundred and ten years.” 

Mr. Minor took up the defense of the bill, saying that 
it had the indorsement of every maritime organization 
of the United States. In addition to these indorse. 
ments, numerous commercial bodies, boards of trade, 
chambers of commerce, national boards of trade, sevey 
State legislatures, and numerous other bodies, politica) 


and commercial bave indorsed this legislation. tary 
Long’s objection, Mr. Minor said, had been to the 
former bill for the Revenue Cutter Service. He has 


never written or spoken against the bill now pending. 
“The objectionable features in that bill,” Mr. Minor 
said, “if they were objectionable, have been stricken 
out, and this is a modification of that bill, againgt 
which the Secretary has urged no objection. Nine 
months after the Secretary of the Navy had written 
criticising the bill, the President lent his indorsement 
to the same bill then pending before Congress; and 
you have never heard a word of objection out of this 
great civil-service reformer since that time.” 

Mr. Henry C. Smith said in part: “I want to say that, 
in my judgment, this Service and the men that are in 
it, who are as honorable men as there are in our coun- 
try, have been shamefully overlooked, misused and 
snubbed, socially and every other way, by the men of 
the Navy, who want them to become and be subor-. 
dinate to them. 

“One of the evils of our Navy, and of our Army, too, 
is this social aristocracy. I do not care whether a man 
belongs to the Army or the Navy or the Revenue Cut- 
ter Service, the official who says that a man shall not 
be promoted because of his want of family, because of 
his want of social refinement or standing, expresses 
ideas that are abhorrent to the growth and the dignity 
and the honor of American manhood. Wauule these men, 
this Service may not man as large boats as _ the 
gentlemen of the Navy, I want to say to you that they 
-— way boats; they are not in command of office 
esks. 

“The safest business in all this world is to be a high 
officer in the Navy of the United States.” 

In reply to Mr. Smith, Mr. Little said, in part: ‘“The 
fact that the Army or the Navy, or both branches of the 
Service, are overpaid, if they are, is to my mind no ar- 
gument and no satisfactory reason why the pay and 
privileges of the Revenue Cutter Service should be in- 
creased. The truth is, that I have never yet been able 
to find any good reason why any class of the military 
or other service of the Government of the United 
States should be entitled to pay after retirement. To 
continue, the whole system of legislation, to my mind, 
strongly tends toward the building up of an official 
class, an aristocracy in this country, as contradis- 
tinguished from the American citizen. I do not believe 
retired pay ought to be given to any service in fhis 
country. The truth is, if I had the opportunity. and 
if I had the power, I would take it away from all 
those who now enjoy it.” 

Mr. Cockran also spoke against the bill, objecting 
to any tendency toward a civil pension list and to the 
extension of retirement lists.

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“THE MILITARY IDEA.” 


The Colorado Springs Gazette of March 27, publishes 
an editorial on “The Military Idea.” It says: 

The Army authorities should not be too quick to cen- 
sure General Miles for his testimony before the Senate 
Committee. The average citizen, who thinks more of 
common-sense business methods than he does of the 
maintenance of Army discipline and the respect due to 
superior officers, will be apt to consider that the com- 
manding general of the Army had a pretty good right 


to express his opinion upon a measure affecting the 
Arm} organization, and that the Senate committee could 
hardly find a more competent witness for the points 
upon which it desired testimony than the Lieutenant 
General. 

There is altogether too much of the sentiment in 
the Washington departments, that when a plan is fixed 
up in accordance with the ideas of those who are tem- 
porarily in charge of department affairs, that that set- 
tles it, and that every body else, in Congress, in the 
Army or Navy, and all people generally, are incompe- 
tent to express any varying opinion. 

Such an idea may tend towards the promotion of mili- 
tary discipline, and it may be advisable to adhere to 
such a policv in time of war. But the organization of 
the Army and Navy in time of peace, and the settle- 
ment of cases arising out of military operations in the 
past should be settled under a different system of pro- 
cedure. The men in the departments who make the 
plans should not fear to have them submitted to gen- 
eral examination and criticism, neither should they ob- 
ject if any Army officer testifies before a Congressional 
committee his opinion of them. 

What the country wants, and what the department 
ought to desire, is the best possible system. It makes 
no particular difference whether it is approved or dis- 
approved by General Corbin; it is not essential that it 
be agreeable or disagreeable to General Miles. What 
we want is a plan that will work well in time of peace, 
and even better in time of war, one that will make it 
possible to use the Army for the best interests of the 
country. 

The responsibility for such a plan rests upon Con- 
gress, not less than upon the War Department, and Con- 
gress has the right to seek information upon the mat- 
ter wherever it thinks it can obtain it.

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"HE WALLER COURT MARTIAL. 


Major Littleton W. T. Waller, U. S. M. C., who is 
being tried by a mixed court-martial at Manila on 
charges Of having inflicted summary execution upon 
natives Of the Island of Samar, testified in his own be- 
half on March 31. He gave a vivid description of the 
terrible hardships encountered by the column of marines 
under his command during the mareh across the island 
and declared that their sufferings were due largely to 
the treachery of the natives who attempted to steal their 
arms and supplies. He stated that he was not aware 
tuat Victor, the native whom he employed as a guide, 
was a notorious and infamous insurgent captain who 
had led insurgents at Basey and Balangiga, otherwise 
he would not nave allowed Victor to go with the party. 
Major Waller testified that he received his orders from 
Brigadier General Jacob H. Smith, U.s.A., and exe- 
cuted them precisely, never going beyond them except in 
the last paragrapn of the order which he issued on taking 
command of tue marines, calling on the latter to avenge 
the slaughter at Balangiga of their comrades of the 9th 
Infantry in the Chinese expedition. Every other act 
General Smith absolutely inspired. 

Lieut. John H. A. Day, U.S.M.C., who is under 
charges similar to those against Major Waller, and 
who testified at a former session was recalled on April 
2, but refused to corroborate his previous statement 
that he had received orders on Jan. 19 to shoot a na- 
tive. Lieutenant Day based his refusal on the ground 
that it might incriminate himself. Private McGee of 
the Marine Corps testified that twelve natives were 
shot, eleven of them in one day. When called upon to 
clear up certain points in his testimony McGee also re- 
fused on the ground that it might incriminate himself. 
The next witness to be examined will be Brig. Gen. 
Jacob H. Smith, U.S.A., commanding in Samar, to 
whose orders Major Waller was subject when the al- 
leged offenses were committed. 





MORIARTY SUBMARINE BOAT. 


To the Editor of the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL: 

Sir: In reading your comment in a _ recent issue 
of the JouRNAL on the Moriarty submarine boat I note 
that you suggest that the idea of a one-man submarine 
boat is an old one. This I grant, but at the same time 
I must insist that it has never before been worked out 
to a practical solution, and, even though it had, it, or for 
that matter, any other submarine boat for naval war- 
fare, would have been of no essential value until the in- 
vention and adoption of the automobile torpedoes of the 
Whitehead and similar types which are of comparatively 
recent date. 

1 have upon my desk at the present moment plans of 
nearly every submarine boat for which patents have 
been issued by the United States and in almost every 
case they were designed for placing the old-fashioned 
torpedo under vessels, while the vessels were either be- 
calmed at sea or lying at anchor. No inventor of the 
present day, who nas given the subject serious thought, 
would for a moment consider any device having for its 
object the placing of the obsolete style of rechten 2 under 
a ship. My invention is not designed to go under ships 
in that fashion, but is to approach them stealthily with- 
in striking distance, say within 1,000 or 1,500 yards, 
and at that point launch the torpedo. The closeness of 
approach with my submarine boat will depend entirely 
upon the courave of the operator. This is the object of 
all modern submarine boats. Now the question for a gov- 
ernment to determine in its selection of a boat is the 
one which can do this the most effectively, which can be 
built at the least expense and maintained at the least 
cost, as the result sought is a contrivance which can ac- 
curately guide the automobile torpedo on its mission of 
destruction. 

Some of the submarine craft, now prominently men- 
tioned, have one very grave disadvantage, and that is, 
their great draft. Their operations must be confined not 
only to deep waters, but to waters that are well known 
to the officers of these boats. It would be extremely 
unwise to run these craft along shore in moderatel 
shallow water, not only on account of insufficient depth 
to dive in case of discovery by an enemy, but on ac- 
count of rocks and reefs which would be fatal to boats 
of that type, as the officer has no means of discovering 
these obstacles. This defect, to my mind, would con- 
fine their operations to known waters only. 

My boat is practicable, with her Whitehead torpedo 
attached beneath, in eight feet of water, the observation 
tube disclosing everything in front at a sufficient dis- 
tance to avoid obstacles. My boat can go to a greater 
depth than any yet devised, on account of smallness 
and sturdiness, an element not possessed by the othera, 
on account of their great size and the enormous weight 
they would be obliged to possess in order to withstand 
the great pressure of water at any considerable depth. 

In carrying our torpedo outside we are not obliged to 
provide for such accessories as firing tubes, counterbal- 
ances for torpedoes and other necessary appliances in- 
cidental to carrying torpedoes inboard. A torpedo will 
weigh from 900 to 1,500 pounds and provision must be 
made for this weight when the projectile is carried in- 
board, as well as automatic appliances to instantly coun- 
teract the loss of that weight when a torpedo is fired. 
Every contrivance added to boats of this class increases 
weight, and to provide for that weight increased length 
is necessary. his same torpedo carried outside has 
nine pounds buoyancy and has to be forced down to 
keep it under water, otherwise every projectile of this 
order would stand in danger of being lost in practice, 
a contingency almost too expensive even for this gov- 
ernment. In my boat all this unnecessary weight has 
been dispensed with by carrying the projectile on the 
outside, thus making it practicable to reduce the boat 
itself to the smallest compass. 

Boats of the larger type require many hours to re- 
plenish them for service after an extended trip. My 
boat is so constructed and equipped that it can come 
and go at the will of the operator.

NAVAL AFFAIRS ABROAD. 


It is understood in London, although official statement 
has been given out, that the recent artillery maneu- 
ers at Gibraltar ended in favor of the fortress. The 
floating targets were hit with marvellous accuracy. 
The Italian torpedo boat destroyer Turbine, recently 
completed at Naples, has developed a speed rate of 
more than thirty knots with a smaller coal consumption 


than was stipulated in the contract. 
«wo of the six 14,800 ton battleships provided in 
the constructive policy of the French Government were 


laid down last year, but work on them is proceeding 
very slowly. They will not be ready for their arma- 
not until 1905 and will not be ready for sea until 


Lord Charles Beresford of the British Navy, strongly 
urges the Admiralty to buy and operate Welsh coal 
mines to supply the Navy with fuel, in order that the 
Government in time of need may be independent of 
owners and labor strikes. There is also a revival in 
England of the sentiment in favor of prohibiting the 
sale of Welsh coal to foreign maritime powers. 

Russia is hurrying forward the construction of tor- 
pedo boat destroyers, and instead of having these ves- 
sels built abroad as heretofore, she is now building 
them at home. Four of these craft have just com- 
pleted their trial trips, developing an average 
rate of 26 knots. 

Several new battleships ordered by the government of 
Chili to be built at Barrow, England, have been de- 
signed by Mr. James Dunn, managing director of Bar- 
row for Messrs. Vickers, Sons, and Maxim, late as- 
sistant constructor at the British Admiralty. They 
will be 435 feet long, with 70 foot beam, and will have 
a speed of 21 knots, with engines having 25,000 h. p. 
Kach ship will carry four 10-in. guns, 14 7-5 guus, and 
many smaller quick-firing guns. 





SPEAKERS AT THE NAVAL REUNION. 


To the Editor of the Akmy AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The printed notice of the annual reunion sent out by 
the Council of the U. S. Naval Academy Graduates’ As- 
sociation contains the following sentence: 

“The Council will take care that speech making at 
the dinuer shall be confined to the alumni.” 

This seems to require prompt explanation. At the 
last dinner, it is true that speeches were made by Sen- 
ator Miarten and Representatives Pearre, Mayer and 
Loud, all members of the Board of Visitors, which had 
been especially invited as a body to attend.

Furthermore, it was known that the Board had serious- 
ly considered the alleged hazing at the Academy, and 
had found the school free from that reproach.

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THE MAINE DISASTER. 


Accompanying Mr. Jenkins’s bill, H. R. 13244, for the 
relief of those injured and the _ representatives 
of those killed on the U.S.S. Maine is a petition which 
refers to the majority and minority opinions of the 
Spanish Claims Commission to show that there is 
in neither of them any indication that these claimants 
are not entitled to compensation, but only that the 
Commission is without power to award it. Continuing, 
the petitioners say: “Because of Article VII. of the 
Treaty of Paris, releasing Spain from liability on all 
claims, national or individual, and assuming liability 
for individual claims of its citizens against Spain, the 
United States is now the only party to make compen- 
sation for these injuries, if, as alleged, the injuries re- 
sulted from the negligence of Spain. Such liability 
the majority opinion does not deny, but holds that if 
it exists the Commission is without jurisdiction. 

“If, on the other hand, the injuries did not result 
from Spain’s negligence, then, it is stated, the United 
States ought in equity and justice to make compen- 
sation for the personal sufferings occasioned by the 
Maine disaster.” 

The petition is signed by Mary C. Blandin, widow of 
Lieut. John J. Blandin, U.S.N., Harry 8. McCann, 
and Charles Adams, for themselves and others. 


COALING SHIPS AT SBA. 

The British Navy and Army [llastrated describes ¢@ 
new method of coaling ships at sea, known as the Tem- 
perley-Miller Transporter, which is being tested at Ports- 
mouth with a view to its adoption in the British Navy 
if it proves satisfactory. It is used as follows: The war- 
ship tows, at a distance of 400 feet, a collier fitted with 
a specially devised engine and two winding drums. A 
steel cable leads from vne drum to a sheave at the top 
of the foremast of the collier, thence to a sheave at 
top of a pair of shears about 30 feet in height fixed 
at the stern of the warship, thence back to a third sheave 
at the foremast of the collier and to the second winding 
drum. This forms an aerial railway, which is always 
kept at tension by the compensating action of the two 
winding drums. The conveyor carriage running to and 
fro on the aerial railway transports two coal, 
each containing 800 pounds, in pannier fashion. The 
bags are lo in the collier’s hold, and elevated to a 
maintop on the mast. Two men are stationed on the 
mainstop to switch off the bags from the hoist and at- 
tach them to the aerial conveyor. Then away flies the 
loaded conveyor till it reaches a mechanism just in front 
of the shears, which provides for the bags becoming un- 
hooked, and either Goons into a canvas chute that con- 
veys them on to deck, or dropping without a chute on to 
a portion of the quarter-deck. empty are then 
hoisted up the shears till they automatically k on to 
the conveyor, whereupon the whole runs back to the 
collier’s maintop, and the operation is repeated. It is 
claimed for this tra rter that the time taken by the 
conveyor in passing from ship to ship is only twenty 
seconds, that coal can be transferred at the rate of 
twenty tons per hour, and that a speed of eight knots 
can be maintained whilst the operation is in progress. 
ln experiments in Portsmouth Harbor the actual amount 
transferred by the apparatus was thirty-seven tons z= 
hour. Another new refinement in coaling is the invention 
of automatic bag-filling apparatus, which it is anticipat- 
ed will fill bags with coal as qrickz o four Temperly 
Transporters can hoist them out of hold. 

The Essex will be inspected April 3, and the Mononga- 
hela April 4, both at Mampton Roads, and the appren- 
tices who have successfully completed their training in 
these training ships will be promoted to appren sec- 
ond class, and granted leave to be at home ten days, 
after which they will report on board the receiving ship 
to await assignment to vessels. 











VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The cruiser Denver, now under co 
works of Neafie and Levy, Philadelphia, will 
launched about the middle of the present month 
the, for that event carry su . Den- 
ver is of 3,200 tons nt and a speed of sixteen 
and a half knots per hour at sea. 

The Secretary of the Navy has set forward the date 
for the completion of the armored cruiser South Dakota 
and California to Dec. 31, 1904, and for the protevted 
cruiser Tacoma to May 1, 1903. All of these vessels are 
being bode by the Union Lron Works, but work on them 
has n at a standstill for several months on account of 
the strike. 

The Secretary of the Navy is radically opposed to the 
christening of naval vessels with wine, but admits that 
he has nothing to do with the matter, which is entirely 
in the hands of the builders. He recently said in this 
connection: “I have always advocated the christening of 
warships with water instead of wine. But it must be 
remembered that I have nothing to do with the matter, 
as it is one to be determined by the builders and not by 
the Navy Department.” 

The Secretary of the Navy has recently received from 
the Superintendent of the Naval Academy and nas for- 
warded to the House Committee on Naval Affairs a com- 
munication showing the necessity for a deeper channel 
up to the wharves of the Naval Academy. Last summer 
the Indiana was assigned a practice ship. For want of 
water in the channel she was obliged to anchor well out 
in the bay and caused great loss of time. When the 
Puritan was ordered to Norfolk during last winter she 
was detained more than two days waiting for sufficient 
water over the bar, and when she left there was barely 
enough. The Chesapeake, which was built specially for 
work at the Naval Academy, draws so much water that 
it is impracticable to use her for afternoon work in the 
bay, owing to the length of time lost waiting for higher 
water. The new practice ship requested, which is neces- 
sary for the cadets, will not be able to enter the river un- 
less the channel is improved. It will be greatly to the 
advantage of the naval cadets to be able to visit and 
inspect various vessels which come to Annapolis, par- 
ticularly battleships and foreign vessels. The length of 
time occupied in going and coming when they are an- 
chored out in the bay frequently results in their getting 
not more than a passing inspection of these vessels. Pos- 
sibly more vessels would come up if tne water was 
deeper. 

The Navy Department has had under consideration 
for several weeks, as we recently stated, the cases of two 
Chinamen and a Japanese, enlisted men in the Navy, 
charged with desertion or other infractions of the Navy 
Regulations. It was recommended that they be tried 
by Naval courts-martial, but the question was raised 
whether these foreigners could properly be tried by such 
courts. While the officers of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Department are fully convinced that the men pl 
themselves subject to the laws of the Navy when they en- 
listed, it has been found that they could dispose of their 
cases in another way—wvy an old Naval statute which 
provides for the discharge of persons undesirable for re- 
tention in the Navy. A discharge in this manner does 
not permit of the re-enlistment of the men, and in the fu- 
ture the Navy will discourage the enlistment of any for- 
eigners whatever. 

The cruiser Olympia arrived at St. Pierre this week 
and joined the North Atlantic Squadron. Rear Admiral 
Higginson will transfer his flag to the Olympia and the 
squadron is scheduled immediately to sail for Hampton 
Roads, arriving there near the end of the month. About 
May 1 the fleet will go to the Southern Drill Grounds 
for target practice. 

The U. 8S. steam collier Hannibal has sailed from 
Lambert’s Point for Port of Spain loaded with coal for 
the fleet which has been rendezvouzed at that point. This 
collier has proved one of the most profitable investments 
made by the Navy opr, and the foresight of 
Admiral Bradford, Chief of the Bureau of Equipment, 
has never been more completely vindicated than in the 
acquisition of this fine ship, which is a single screw 
vessel built of steel and having a displacement of 4,291 
tons and can maintain a sea speed of about nine knots an 
hcur for an indefinite length of time with a cargo of 
sem: four thousand tons of coal. Her complement is 
six officers and forty-eight men. In common with_the 
colliers under contro] of the Navy Department the Han- 
nibal carries a battery of sufficient power for self pro- 
tection and her crew are well drilled in the manipulation 
of the guns. This ship was placed in commission for the 
fist time under the American flag on June 7, 1898, and 
has been continuously employed since that date. Built 
at the works of J. Blumer & Co., of Sunderland, 
land, in 1898, she was acquired while new and has 
proved an economical and efficient addition to the naval 
force of the country. Her length over all is 
breadth 39 feet 8 inches, extreme load draft, 18 feet 6 
inches. 

What is said to be the largest anchor ever forged is 
one turned out recently from the forge shop of the Navy 
Yard, Charlestown, Mass. The weight of the anchor is 
given as 16,500 pounds and the cost of material and con- 
struction is nearly $2,000. The anchor is nearly 15 feet 
in length from crown to shackle, and about 9.6 feet wide 
from one arm oO to the other. The heavy cross bar 
is also about 15 feet in length. The palms, or broad flat 

jeces which are welded to the arm ends, are about 32 
nches in width. A specially heavy chain cable, larger 
than any hitherto made, is required to hold this anchor 
The links of this cable, each one of which weighs, when 
complete, over 60 pounds, require a gang of men to 
pound and weld and smelt for a half hour in the joining 
of each one. Three hundred and sixty fathoms of this 
immense chain will be required for each anchor. 

The San Diego, Cal., Union has published an ac- 
count of a new system for burning crude oil under 
marine, locomotive, or stationary boilers, patented by a 
San Diego merchant and now made in Los Angeles. It 
is known as “Traff’s Natural Wraught Liquid 
Heat Producer.” Its novelty consists in the use of 
air, instead of steam, as an atomizer for uid 
fuel. The air is conducted into the furnace either un 
der forced or natural draft, and its oxygen mi 
with the carbon of the fuel is said to produce more 
perfect combustion, intenser heat, and greater 
of fuel than the use of steam. Instead of a jet of 
driven by steam, this apparatus has a series of what 
might be termed steps. The oil delivered at the; a § 
step meets a draucht of air, and a portion is a 
Falling by gravitation to the second it meets an- 
other air draught and is further atomized, this process 
continuing until all the oil is atomized and blown into 
the oy where a. ee place. 
these ies of steps are , loca at opposite points 
in the fire box and separated by a distance of from two 
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or more feet. The volume of air passing through the 
distributors, carrying with it atomized particles of oil, 
brings the flames coming from opposite directions into 
direct contact with each other. Perfect combustion 
takes place at the point of contact, it is stated, without 
smoke or soot anywhere about the fire box. The only 
refuse to escape through the outlet stack is the nitro- 
gen. It is claimed by the inventor that his device 
reaches its perfection when applied to locomotive and 
marine boilers.

The condition of Rear-Admiral Sampson remains un- 
changed and he still takes his daily exercise. It was 
rumored this week that his condition has taken a chatge 
for the worse, but, upon inquiry at his residence this 
proved to be unfounded. It is admitted by the phy- 
sicians who are attending the sufferer that he will 

never regain his health and strength. 

Lieut. Comdr. William H. Schuetze, U.S.N., a gallant 
officer of the Navy, we learn just before going to press, 
died in Washington, D.C., April 4. He entered the Naval 
Academy as a midshipman in June, 1869, being grad- 
uated in 1873. Among other services, he was prominent 
in the search for survivors of the De Long expedition 
lost in the Arctic regions in 1882. We reserve a fuller 
notice until another week. 

The gunboat Machias, which was ordered to San Do- 
mingo to protect American interest during the revolution, 
arrived at San Juan, P. R., April 3.

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ARMY ITEMS. 


Oberlin M. Carter, formerly a captain of the Engineer 
Corps of the Army, who is undergoing five years im- 
prisonment at Leavenworth, Kas., on conviction of ex- 
tensive frauds on the Government in executing contracts 
for public works, is reported seriously ill of typhoid fever. 

Charles M. Ford, a dishonorably discharged soldier 
who was undergoing a year’s imprisonment at Fort 
Thomas, Ky., made an effort to escape on April 3, and 
was shot dead by a sentry whose orders to halt he ig- 
nored.

THE FORTIFICATION BILL. 


The Fortifications Appropriation bill submitted to the 
House on April 3 appropriates a total of $6,562,455, di- 
vided as follows: gun and mortar batteries, $2,000,000; 
searchlights, $150,000; range and position finder, $325,- 
000 ; sites, $200,000 ; preservation and repair of fortifica- 
tions, $150,000; plans for fortifications, $5,000; tools, 
etc., for electrical plants, $25,000; sea walls and em- 
bankments, $100,000; torpedoes for harbor defense, $50,- 
000; school of submarine defense, $16,500; armament, 
$5,212,755; proving ground, Sandy Hook, N.J., $175,800; 
Watertown Arsenal, $27,400; Watervliet Arsenal, N.Y., 
$25,000; Ordnance and Fortification Board, $100,000. 

With reference to the appropriation of $46,500 for 
oil-tempered and annealed steel for coast defense guns 
of eight-incn, ten-inch and twelve-inch caliber, it is Pro- 


vided, That no contract for oil-tempered and annealed 
steel for high-power coast defense guns and mortars 
shall be made at a price exceeding twenty-one cents per 
pound: Provided, That in the discretion of the Secretary 
of War a portion of this money may be for the pur- 
chase of material for a limited number of steel-wire sea- 
coast guns. The appropriation of $100,000 to enable the 
Board of Ordnance and Fortification to make experi- 
ments and tests to ascertain the most effective guns, 
small arms, projectiles, cartridges, armor plates, etc., is 
conditioned as follows: Provided, Tnat before any money 
shall be expended in the construction or test of any gun, 
gun carriage, ammunition, or implements under the super- 
vision of the said board, the board shall be satisfied, 
after due inquiry, that the Government of the United 
States has a lawful right to use the inventions involved 
in the construction of such gun, gun carriage, ammu- 
nition, or implements, or that the construction or test is 
made at the request of a person either having such law- 
ful right or authorized to convey the same to the Gov- 
ernment. 

In the report accompanying the bill it is stated that 
the total appropriations made for fortifications and other 
works of defense since 1888, and since the recommenda- 
tions of the Endicott J3oard of 1885, including the ap- 
propriations made in deficiency acts and allotments 
made from the national defense fund, amount to $89,- 
454,027. The appropriations for the fourteen fiscal years 
1889-1902 aggregate $68,419,288.50, or an average of 
$4.887,002.08 per annum. 

Some of the specific appropriations in the bill are: 
One thousand dollars is allowed for the instruction of 
soldiers at Fort Totten, N.Y., in submarine mining; 
$50,000 for alterations in 12 mortar carriages; $1 - 
U0 for rapid-fire guns; $325,633 for eight, ten and 
twelve-inch guns ; $25,000 for armor and deck plates for 
testing projectiles; $55,314 for machine guns, including 
metallic carriages, with limbers and protective shields, 
compiete, and also automatic and semi-automatic guns, 
with their mounts and ammunition. There is a return 
in this bill to the appropriations previous to 1898. The 
amount is less indeed than the estimates for any year 
since 1896. The averuge of the appropriation for the 
nine years from 1889 to 1897 inclusive was $3,318,567, 
oot te five years from 1898 to 1902 inclusive, 
wy >, oo .

PROMOTION BY SELECTION. 


To the Editor of the Army AND Navy JourRNAL: 

President Roosevelt with his manly, virile apprecia- 
tion of qualifications, in the appointment of men to 
fill important offices of trust, shows a wise and honest 
consideration for the true welfare of the Nation, regard- 
less of political inducement. It is a matter of con- 
gratulation that we have so stalwart a defender of 
civil service reform at the head of the appointing pow- 
er. But we notice with some trepidation the innova- 


tions attempted to be introduced into the appointments 
in the Army, that he seems to sanction. 

Most of the older officers of the Army adopted the 
profession under the implied contract that if they per- 
formed all the duties required of them creditably, they 
would be advanced in accordance with the dates of 
their commissions, provided they passed the examina- 
tions required for promotion. Recent events have 
shown that when a volunteer force is brought into the 
field, captains and lieutenants with a sufficient pull 
have succeeded in obtaining commands of regiments, 
and other high officers brigadier generals, even tem- 
porarily, over the heads of more experienced officers that 
ranked them. Now we would not suggest that these 
junior officers are not brave and capable; some of them 
we personally know to be so, but if the officers for the 
higher commands had been taken from equal grades in 
the Army, would not the result have been as good? The 
chance for favoritism, and political nepotism, against 
which civil service reform has been pitted, would be 
eliminated. The result has been to thrust some officers 
forward to the detriment of others, into positions of 
notoriety; where they were enabled to gain fame by 
opportunities from which their seniors were excluded. 

In consequence of this course all incentive and am- 
bition to faithful performance of duty has received a 
severe shock, and but for the high toned honor of the 
veterans it would prove deleterious to the advance of 
the Army. 

The result of jumping officers over the heads of their 
seniors we have seen in the appointment of brigadier- 
generals over the heads of hundreds of their seniors in 
every Way as worthy, who have been deprived of the 
opportunity to distinguish themselves as much, and 
who are quite as capable of doing so had they the 
chanee. It seems to be forgotten that every promotion 
over the senior officers in rank degrades them one file, 
and weakens their chance of promotion in a greater 
degree, 

In, all this we do not attack the bravery and ability 
of the captains who have been thrust up over the heads 
o their seniors; they have each done brave and efficient 
service. But did this favoritism stop at rewarding men 
who had been active in military valor? Was no man 
jumped into this high office who had never by act or 
leed done anything to show his capacity for high com- 
mand? Or who had earned by military or scholarly 
superiority any claim to the promotion? Or was the 
promotion a gross act of nepotism, the result of a 
pull? We can freely ask President Roosevelt these 
questions, as we are glad to believe he had no part in it. 
Now what is the just and fair solution of this ques- 
tion, that shall reward gallant officers for their fearless 
ind meritorious deeds, without degrading their equally 
gallant seniors? Obviously a reward commensurate 
with the value of the act, and the hazzard of the hero. 
We fancy that Brigadier General Funston would have 
better liked $100,000 for the capture of Aguinaldo, than 
the title to an office that requires of him long service in 
what is likely to be routine duty, for which it is ques- 
tionable if his active temperament is suited.

THE NAVAL RESERVE BILL. 
203 Broadway, New York, March 29, 1902. 
To the Editor of the Army AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In reply to Commander Barry, and closing this dis- 
cussion on my part: The bill for the Naval Reserve pre- 
pared by Comdr, W. H. H. Southerland, approved by 
both the Secretary of the Navy and the Assistant

! Transportation and the commanding officer of the 
St:te Naval Militia, contains the following paragraph: 
“Section 5. * * * Provided that * * * all grad- 
tates of the United States Naval Academy * * * 
shall be commissioned in the Naval Reserve, taking rank 
vith their respective classes at the Naval Academy in the 
order of merit at graduation and may thereafter be ex- 
amined, and if found qualified promoted with their Naval

The bill containing this provision was with the full 
sanction of the Navy Department introduced in the 
House of Representatives (H. R. 12128), on June 5, 
1900, by the chairman of Naval Committee, Mr. 





Foss. This was the officially approved bill at the time 
that I wrote to the ARmy AND Navy JOURNAL, namely, 
under date of November 23, 1901, to which communica- 
tion that of Commander Barry is now a war 

Three weeks after that letter had been written by me 
ana published in the ArMy AND Navy JOURNAL on No- 
vember 30, 1901, Mr. Foss introduced into the House of 
Representatives a new bill (H. R. 5834), dated Decem- 
ber 18, 1901, omitting the foregoing provision from 
which bill Commander Barry now quotes. To re 
Comma Barry’s own words, “further comment” is 
distinctly “not necessary.” Not being a defender of the 
Navy Department at the present time, I leave him to

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“KANOVENFABRIKEN”—ARMS FACTORIES. 


The following is a translation of an article by Frank 
Werner in Die Zukunft of Feb. 8, 1902. 

The annual reports, recently published, of the Skoda 
Works at Pilsen, Austria, and of the Rheinische Metall- 
waaren and Maschinenfabrik (Ehrhardt) Dusseldorf, 
Germany, have attracted public attention to the manu- 
facture of arms. Making guns and other war material 
has generally been considered not only a very easy, but 
also a very profitable business. If this was true, it is to 
be wondered why arms factories are not more numerous, 
aud why more capital and brains do not unite in such lu- 
crative work. As such is not the case, it is to be as- 
sumed that this manufacture has to face dangers which 
cause prudent men to keep off, and lead the less prudent 
ones too late to disagreeable experiences. The correct- 
ness of this assumption is shown by the following col- 
lection of data, most of which, although publicly known, 
may have been forgotten in the rush of modern business 
life. 

In the eighties there was hardly a European news- 
paper that did not speak with admiration of the peerless 
guns invented by the French Colonel de Bange, which 
the Compagnie Cai] in Paris was ready to furnish to the 
entire military world. Only Servia and Mexico were 
made happy with them, and it is wise not to speak of the 
inducements thereto. This did not satisfy the stockhold- 
ers, and the cost of advertising, etc., eating up the 
sporadic profits from the gun manufacture, the Com- 
pagnie Cail, after considerable losses, _ Wisely limited 
itself again to the making of locomotives and sugar 
plants, from which it should never have di § 

The Forges et Chantiers de la Méditerranée at Havre, 
France, fared similarly though not quite as badly. The 
late Spanish General Hontoria had, in 1882, encouraged 
this concern to undertake the manufacture of guns. They 
continued this until 1897, when, seeing the business, in 
spite of very expensive advertisement, would not pay, 
they yielded it and the chief constructor, M. Canet, to the 
stronger hands of Schneider & Co. at the Creuzot. The 
works of Fives-Lille have also occasionally tried cannon- 
making, but gave it up after filling a small contract with 
Uruguay for field guns, system Bange redivius. 

Two ephemeral concerns in France which, besides 
other things, tried the making of projectiles after 
Ehrhardt’s methods; the Societé Anonyme Francaise de 
Fabrication des Corps Creux at Montbard-Paris, was 
founded in 1895 with a capital stock of five million 
franes, the inventor receiving 200,000 in stock and one 
million in cash for his patents. The stock was issued 
boldly at 60 per cent. premium. In 1898 it was quoted 
at 90, and towards the end of that year at 40. In 1899 
the company was succeeded by the Société Metallurgique 
de Montbard, which at the end of 1900 was only kept 
alive by a mortgage to the Creuzot, into whose possession 
it will probably drift, while its stockholders go into 
mourning. The Societé Anonyme des Corps Cruex (Sys- 
teme Ehrhardt) at Louvain, Belgium, closely connected 
with the before-named two concerns, is in liquidation. 
Its plant has cost 2,445,000 francs and is offered for sale 
for 750,000 francs. s 

In England the shipbuilding firm of Palmer, New- 
castle, erected a very large and expensive ordnance plant 
in 1890, but the firm has never made guns of its own 
design, and the whole gun-making plant was abandoned 
after a short time. The United Ordnance and Engi- 
neering Co., Ltd., organized in February, 1898, with a 
capital stock of £800,000, intended to utilize the in- 
ventions and designs of the Creuzot in England. Its 
directors and officers boasted of the best connections with 
the English military, etc., authorities, but it is not known 
that they were ever favored with an order. The Lorenz 
Ammunition Co., afterwards British Ammunition and 
Ordnance Co., London, disappeared after a very short 
existence in which its entire capital was lost. 

Everybody knows that the late Maxim-Nordenfeldz 
Co., whose shares had fallen to 7 per cent., was facing 
ruin for a long time, and then only by powerful financiai 
help, by immense efforts, by excellent management, and 
by amalgamation with the old solid firm of Vickers, 
Sheffield, under the name of Vickers Sons & Maxim, Ltd., 
rose to its present rather shaky prominence. Maxim’s 
former partner, Nordenfeldt, is entirely ruined. In this 
connection the Hotchkiss Co., in Paris, may be men- 
tioned, which, though under capable management, has 
very little success, and can give no satisfaction to its 
stockholders. ; 

In Spain also private industry has ventured into gun- 
making. In one case the Gusstahlverein, of Bochum, 
Germany, giving in to Andalusian lures, consented to 
associate with the firm Portilla, White & Co., in Sevilla, 
to execute an order from the Spanish Navy at wholly 
insufficient prices, in a new plant built on purpose. 
But it was an experience of the saddest, which now, for- 
tunately, the shareholders of Bochum have outlived. The 
workshops at Sevilla are closed long since. In another 
case Don José Martinez Rivas, of Bilbao, associated 
with Sir Charles Palmer in Newcastle, not only to build 
very doubtful men-of-war for the poor Spaniards (ships 
which Cervera lost off Santiago de Cuba), but also to 
try and make guns. But the attempt ended before the 
extensive workshops in the Artilleros del Nervio at Bil- 
bao had produced their first cannon and they are now 
deserted and idle. 

The workshops at Pozzuoli, near Naples, erected by 
Armstrong, although well patronized by the Italian Navy, 
have never prospered, and in consequence the shares of 
the company which was formed later have never left the 
portfolio of the great English firm. The poor sucess 
of the torpedo factory at Fiume, near Venice, may also 
be mentioned here. 

In Russia, Putiloff could not resist the tempting prom- 
ises of the Government, and, ignorant of the circumstances 
and their difficulties, took a large contract for new field 
guns at such low prices that the company to-day is only 
kept alive by the assistance of Mr. Witte, and the 
shares are quoted at 50 per cent. 

In Austria and beyénd its frontiers the name of the 
late EX. Skoda was deservedly well known. Possessed of 
high intelligence, great energy and ceaseless activity, he 
carried his establishment from small beginnings to great 
prosperity and attained a leading position among the 
prominent industrials of his country. Unfortunately for 
him, his Government, naturally desirous to make itself 
independent of foreign countries, selected him to form a 
national manufacture of arms. This desire induced 
Skoda to erect large new workshops, the cost of which 
went far beyond his financial means. As a consequence, 
the Skoda works, at Pilsen, in 1899, through the “Wiener 
Creditanstalt” and the “Bohmische Escompte Bank” 
were formed in a stock company with a capital stock of 
twenty-five million kronen. Soon after this it became 
evident that the capital was too large and the works had 
been paid too much. This is partly explained by the fact 
that during the Spanish-American War Skoda had sold 
to Spain, with the consent of his Government, large quan- 
tities of war material that had been made for Austria, 
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and also to England for South Africa, both at very good 
prices. The banks may have believed that these acci- 
dental profits were the rule instead of being an exception. 
There also were disagreeable accidents with Skoda ar 
in Austria and Spain, and when in 1900 Herr von Skoda 
unexpectedly di the life was taken out of the whole 
enterprise. The first financial report of the company 
stated a distributable net profit for fifteen months at six 
per cent., that is less than five per cent. for the year. 
On closer examination it becomes cfear that a conserva- 
tive management would not have permitted the payment 
of a dividend. The second business year, ending Sept. 
30, 1901, had been even less .avorable and no dividend 
was paid. e stock remained with the above-named 
banks and Skoda’s family. 

The Rheinische Metallwaaren und Maschinenfabrik 
(Ehrhardt) in Dusseldorf has fared worse than the 
Skoda works. The treasurer’s report for the business 
year ending Sept. 30, 1901, states a loss of 1.7 million 
marks, equal to nearly one-fifth of the capital stock. 
When the company was first formed April 13, 1889, the 
capital amounted to 700,000 marks; su uently it was 
increased to 9,200,000 marks. The new issues of stock 
went at premiums of 30, 110, 90 and 81 per cent., re- 
spectively, which, neglecting the cost of issuing, brought 
about four million marks reserve into the treasury. 
The reserve account showed in 1899-1900, as well as in 
1900-01, a balance of 3,648,000 marks. In 1893-94 an 
emergency fund of 400,000 marks was established, and 
in 1897-98 a specia! surplus fund. Both have since been 
used up for depreciation account. As the reserve account 
only once, in 1893-04, received a small sum (22,600 
marks) from the profits, and the amounts for deprecia- 
tion moreover were very low, it is proved that the re- 
serve funds received only those emission premiums and 
have not been increased from the profits, although the 
dividends paid from 1893-94 to 1899-1 were 28, 16, 
10, 6, 14, 14, 6 per cent. The last report, Sept. 30, 1901, 
shows a loss of 1.7 million, as mentioned above. And 
among the assets 500,000 marks figure for patent rights, 
manufacturing rights and a debt of 1,136,279 marks of 
their own branch works at Sommerda, assets which 
probably could never be realized. The company owed 
then 3.7 millions to the banks, which liability has in- 
creased since to from 4.5 to 5 millions. These conditions 
have reacted on the value of the stock. Whilst it had 
reached nearly 300 in former years, it is quoted now at 
about 75. The pending meeting of the Board of Control 
and the annual meeting of the stockholders will have to 
consider a reorganization, and the task will not be an 
easy one. The annual report indicated an intention to 
build a factory in England, with the help of South Afri- 
can money (Beit, Davies & Co.), but the scheme has 
been abandoned since. 

The Fahrzeufabrik Eisenach, in opaquely close alli- 
ance with the Rheinische Metallwaaren & Maschinen- 
fabrik, is in an equally bad condition. Its first stock was 
put on the market by the banks at 175, and at the last 
increase of its capital stock at 165; it is now at 60. 

The last annual reports of Skoda’s, Ehrhardt’s and 
the Eisenbach concern state again and again, as the 
principal cause for the bad success, the enormous cost 
of artillery tests and the insufficient orders. To quote 
the annual report for 1900-01 of the Rheinische Metall- 
waaren & Maschinenfabrik: “The introduction of the 
manufacture of cannon, besides the expenditure for the 
development of the patents, caused great sacrifices, which 
weighed heavily on the management. They were abso- 
lutely necessary to make our system of ordnance known. 
The returns can only be expected in the future, for, as 
experience has shown, the trials with new guns carried 
on by the purchasers often take years before a decision 
is reached.” The question will come before the stock- 
holders, whether waiting for “the future,” after the past 
sad experiences, they are willing to stand the sacrifices 
necessary to support the crumbling edifice. The time is 
past when big dividends were paid from the premiums 
on the stock, and the profits from the twenty-two field 
batteries for Norway, which serve to quiet the stock- 
holders of the Dusseldorf as well as the Kisenbach con- 
cern, will not suffice to pay a dividend. One of the 
directors explains in the Norwegian newspaper Morgen- 
bladet, of Dec. 29, 1901, that the price of guns of the 
company | to now has generally been too low, and also 
that the Norwegian contract will not bring any con- 
siderable profits; that the price had to be much reduced 
in order to obtain the whole order at once 

This letter from the Dusseldorf director and the 
quoted paragraph from the last report of the 
company throw light on the dangers which young enter- 
prises connected with gun-making have to run. The 
above instances from France, England, Spain, Russia 
and Austria prove the same. ° Such enterprises cannot 
count on a regular running business, but nevertheless 
must follow the times, spending enormous sums for trials 
and improvements. Therefore, one of the prime necessi- 
ties for their success is ample money always at their dis- 
posal. Money alone, however, will not do it, nor let- 
ters patent on inventions or merely interesting details 
of construction. It counts for much more that Govern- 
ments which do not manufacture their ordnance in work- 
shops of their own, are since years and tens of years in 
close communication with their old and tried manu- 
facturers such as Armstrong, le Creuzot and Krupp, 
and, as a matter of course, do not easily lend their con- 
tidence to new and inexperienced concerns, nor are they 
willing to introduce new systems in their armament. Nor 
must it be forgotten that these old and influential firms 
have been in a position, in the course of many years, 
to surround themselves by a staff of eminent en~ neers 
and a body of expert master workmen and workmen. 
And such a staff and such a body cannot be improvised, 
or made up by an inexperienced personnel. To fight 
that powerful competition by beginning with low prices 
is a failure for most governments will not for a small 
pecuniary advantage renounce what they know as 
good and reliable in favor of a new, untried party. Be- 
sides, a large difference in price would discreuit the 
offered cheap material at the outset. The hope that 
prices can be raised after a first cheap delivery is a 
snare, as experience will teach soon after every special 
case. 





These facts show that the utmost encouragement our 
Government can give to arms manufacturers is insuffi- 
cient to secure for them a profit necessary for the safe 
conduct of their business. Concerning the situation as 
it now is Capt. B. W. Dunn, O. D., said in a recent re- 
port upon his investigations abroad: 

“As a naton We devote little energy to the manufacture 
of war material. Our private corporations are infant 
industries in this line, unable to compete successfully 
in the world’s market with their great European rivals, 
and our home demand has not been sufficient to develop 
them. In the skillful manufacture of iron and steel, 


railroad material, locomotives, machinery, etc., for which 
our home demand is large, we are acknowledged in Eu- 
rope to lead all nations, and in every plant of importance 
there it will be found that many of the best machines 
are of American manufacture. 

“In ordnance manufacture we are deficient in the 
energy applied, in the dollars invested, and in the number 
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will not the conditions easier for us. Tf we join 


the small nations (and in the size of our military estab. 
lishment, as well as in our demand for ordnance materia! 
we are a small nation), and purchase our material 
abroad we pay tribute to the great pomern, pe described, 
and insure that will always lead us. conditions 
being essentially different, it is thought unsafe to assume 


that the best practice in Europe would be the best for 
us. If we could make our private man Ts the 
equal of Krupp, Vickers-Maxim, Schnei t, ete. 
so that they could be supported largely the world’s 
custom and yet be available for our exclusive use when 


wanted, it would pay us to do so. The question is how 
to do this. We have no manufacturer possessing the 
past and the experience that would justify us in giving 
im large orders with the confidence in his product that 
Germany has in Herr Krupp.” 


The concensus of opinion in military circles favors 
tue adoption for uniform use in the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps of the Luger automatic pistol. Several 
tests have been made of this weapon by Army officers 
and the best of results have been obtained. A large order 
Was given under the approval of the Loard of Ordinance 
and fortifications and the pistols are now receiving trial] 
in the field. The Marine Corps will also probably adopt 
the Luger if it proves satisfactory after the trial of the 
200 guns ordered for the use of the officers and men of 
the Corps.

The Honorable the Secretary of War: — 

Sir: I have the honor to invite attention to a subject 

that I have had under consideration for several months, 
and to request that this letter be laid before the Presi- 
ent. ‘ 
. It is now three years since the opening of hostilities 
between the United States forces aud those in the 
Philippine Islands, and this warfare has been con- 
ducted with marked severity. -More than 120,000 Unit- 
ed States troops have bees at different times sent or 
are now under orders to go to the Philippines, and 
more than 40,000 still remain on duty there, which ser- 
vice, With the assistance of the naval forces, involves an 
enormous expenditure of public money as well as the 
loss of many valuable lives. - 

During the past century thousands of Indians have 
been called to the Capital for consultation and council, 
and I have, under authority, sent to Washington many 
red-handed representatives of different tribes of In- 
dians, the result of which has been a reconciliation, a 
restoration of confidence, the prevention of war, and 
the establishment and continuance of peace within the 
States and Territories. 

Our friendly relations with the people of Cuba and 
Porto Rico have been largely promoted by consultation 
with the representatives of those islands here in Wash 
ington, both before hostilities occurred, during the 
Spanish war, and since; and I have never found any 
people, whether savage, semi-civilized, or civilized, who 
were not benefited by candid, frank, and honest con- 
sultation and council. 

In view of the above considerations, I make the re- 
quest that I be authorized to proceed to the Philippine 
Islunds, taking with me ten men whom I may select 
from Cuba and Porto Rico, whose assistance has been 
found useful in promoting friendly relations between 
the people of those islands and the United States, and 
who could properly explain to the Filipinos the bene- 
fits their people have derived through friendly relations 
with this country, and while there to give such direc 
tions as I may deem advisable and judicious for the 
best disposition of the United States military forces, to 
the end that they may occupy the most healthful and 
strategie positions, with due regard to economy, and 
be afforded the greatest comfort and benefit; also to 
take such measures as will tend to restore, as far as 
possible, confidence to the people of those islands, and 
demonstrate that the purpose of our Government is 
prompted by’ the highest sense of justice; and 
that on returning I be authorized to bring to 
the Capital such number of representative Filipinos 
as I may think advisable, in order that they may see 
and know the advantages of our civilization and realize 
the disposition of our Government toward them, at the 
same time affording an opportunity for a full consul- 
tation, whereby intelligent and definite action may be 
taken concerning their future destiny. It is confident 
ly believed that such measures could then be taken as 
would be satisfactory and beneficial to the ten mil- 
lion of inhabitants of the Philippine Islands and highly 
creditable to our Government. 

By this means we would be fully informed of the con- 
dition and wants of the people of those islands, and 
they, on the other hand, would become fully apprized 
of the purpose and final disposition of our Government 
toward them. This need not reflect in the slightest de- 
gree upon the services of the military, nor interfere with 
the civil governments that have been or may be es- 
tablished. 

Should this request be approved, I am confident it 
would result in a better condition of our military forces 
in that division, in the cessation of hostilities within a 
reasonable time, thereby permitting the return of a 
large number of our troops from those remote and un- 
healthful stations, and, I should hope, in an amicable 
adjustment of affairs in those islands which would be 
satisfactory to the inhabitants thereof as well as to the 
eople of the United States.

The conduct of military affairs in the Philippines by 
General Chaffee and his predecessors, and the conduct 
of civil affairs by Governor Taft and his associates in 
the Philippines Commission, have been able and suc- 
e-sful. Much more rapid progress has been made to- 
word the complete acceptance of American sovereignty, 
the restoration of peace, and the establishment of civil 
government than we had any right to anticipate when 
the Treaty of Paris was ratified. The plan proposed 
in the within paper involves practically superseding the 
ers mentioned in the control which they now ex- 
se. Not only is this without justification in their 
couduet, but I should regard it as a most unfortunate 
interference with the present satisfactory progress. 
There have been exceedingly full, extended, and long- 
continued consultation and counsel between the Gov- 
erument of the United States and the leaders of opinion 
among the insurrection Filipinos, resulting in a full 
understanding and most friendly feeling between by far 
the greater part of the Filipino people and ourselves, 
and a participation by many members of the Aguinaldo 


peatlan ae = in the civil government under American 
so ity. 

I append hereto a list of twenty-three officers of the 
insurrectionary government who now hold ms of 
trust under our Government. Aguinaldo if has 
taken the position of earnestly urging his countrymen 
to accept our sovereignty, and most of them have al- 
ready followed his advice. ° 

It is not perceived that any additional benefit would 
be obtained by taking delegations of Cubans and Porto 
Ricans to the Philippines, or by bringing delegations 
from the Philippines to the United States, in advance 
of the choice of official delegates provided for by the 
bill now pending in Congress. On the other hand, it 
would be very difficult to keep such a proceeding free 
from spectacular and sensational features, which would 
be injurious. 

It i not the fact that the warfare in the Philippines 
has been conducted with marked severity; on the con- 
trary, the warfare has been conducted with marked 
humanity and magnanimity on the part of the United 
States Army.

In accordance with the verbal message received from 
Colonel Carter through Mr. Brandt, a clerk in the Ad- 
jutant-General’s Office, I have the honor to return my 
letter of Feb. 17, 1902, with indorsements thereon. 

In connection with my letter and the indorsements 
thereon I desire to say that I regret that the honorable 
Secretary should have been under the impression that 
a proposition that was prompted in the interest of 
humanity would in any way be regarded as “spectacular 
and sensational.” I should not anticipate any such re- 
sult. I would call attention to the last page of my 
letter, in which I distinctly stated: “This need not re- 
flect in the slightest degree upon the services of the 
military, nor interfere with the civil governments that 
have been or may be established.” I think it will be 
admitted that no such objection was ever raised by 
mny governors of States or Territories, or department 
commanders, when the numerous Indian delegations 
left their territory to come to Washington. 

I would also call attention to the fact that last win- 
ter, while on an official visit to Cuba, I was appealed to 
by members of the Constitutional Convention, who said 
they wished to communicate directly with the Presi- 
dent, and I advised them to make such a request. On 
returning to Washington I reported the fact to Presi- 
dent McKinley, and urged that he grant their request 
should it be made. He did so, and the delegation came 
to Washington. The result was most gratifying, not 
only to our Government authorities, but to the people 
of Cuba as well. All this was done without the slight- 
est reflection upon Major-General Wood or objection on 
his part, as far as I know. 

Referring to that part of my communication which 
states that the warfare in the Philippine Islands had 
been conducted with marked severity, and to the re- 
marks of the honorable Secretary on that point, it is 
proper to say that I had in mind such information as 
is conveyed in the letter of Governor William H. Taft, 
addressed to the honorable Secretary dated Washing- 
ton, Feb. 7, 1902, as well as other communications that 
have been referred to these headquarters or received 
by me. 

Concerning my going to the Philippines, it was my 
purpose vearly a year ago to do so, and this was with 
the knowledge of the Secretary of War and the ap- 
proval of the late President McKinley; but the jour- 
ney was postponed in consequence of the increase in 
and reorganization of the Army. 

The suggestion contained in my letter, that in going 
to the Philippine Islands I take certain natives of 
Cuba and Porto Rico and on returning bring back cer- 
tain of those of the Philippine Islands, was prompted by 
my belief that the result would be satisfactory to all 
concerned. Since this measure, as suggested, is not 
deemed advisable, I do not ask for its further consider- 
ation, and on making my delayed visit to the Philip- 
pines, which I hape to do in the near future, I shall de- 
vote my attention to the condition and requirements of 
the troops in that division, the same as I have in re 
spect to other portions of the Army.

Several weeks after the final a of the with- 
in application by the action of the President on the 6th 
of March, and after the introduction of a resolution in 
Congress calling for the papers, the Lieutenant-General 
attached to them a statement dated March. 24, 1902, 
with the apparent purpose of showing that the action 
taken was wrong. Without commenting upon the 
propriety of a military officer undertaking to review the 
action of the President, I again submit the paper for 
such reconsideration as the President may think ad- 
visable, with the following remarks: 

1. The delegation from Cuba, referred to in this paper, 
consisted of public officers with defined powers, charged 
with the performance of a specific duty as official rep- 
resentatives of the people of Cuba, and appointed by 
the constitutional convention elected by that people. 
The President’s consent to receive the committee was 
asked for by General Wood, through the Secretary of 
War, and was communicated to General Wood by the 
Secretary of War, who never heard General Miles’s 
name mentioned in connection with the transaction. 

2. On the 18th of July, 1900, General Miles applied 
to be sent to the Philippines and to China in his offi- 
cial capacity. At that time General MacArthur had 
reported that not a single additional regiment could be 
spared from the Philippines without putting our inter- 
ests there in jeopardy, and had shown the reasons and 
the gravity of the situation there in dispatches which 
had passed through General Miles’s office. In the face 
of these dispatches General Miles aoonmpanies his ap- 
plication by a recommendation that 15, be 
withdrawn from the Philippines and sent to ina.

The reference in the memorandum to the letter of 
Governor Taft to the Secretary of War dated Feb. 7, 
1902, is to a letter transmitting, for the purpose of ap 
investigation by the millfary authorities, a report by 
the civil governor of the province of Tayabas, contain- 
ing in general terms and without specifications or 
names, serious charges against the military administra- 
tion in that province, and against the conduct of the 
Army generally in its relations to the civil government. 
This report was on the 19th of February sent to Gen- 
eral Chaffee with the following direction: 

“There is so much contained in this report re- 
flecting not only upon officers of the Army, but the 
general conduct of affairs and the administration of 
the military branch of the Government, that the 
Secretary of War desires yon to cause a careful 
inquiry to be made concerning these statements, and 
if they be found true that the necessary adminis- 
trative and disciplinary measures be applied to cor- 
rect these evils,” - 

and also 
“to make a full report of the investigation herein 
directed as soon as possible.” 

There has not yet been time for the report to be 
made, and the direction for the investigation can only 
just now have reached Manila. It is to be 
that the officer of the highest rank in the Army should 
assume the truth of charges reflecting upon the credit 
of the Army in advance of the investigation which has 
been ordered, and without giving General Chaffee, up- 
on whose particular command the charges reflect, an 
opportunity to be heard. Governor Taft's letter shows 
that the civil governor of the Philippines was unwill- 
ing to accept the charges as true without an investiga- 

on. 

As the Lieutenant-General’s memorandum of March 
24 was not made until after the introduction of a reso- 
lution in the House of Representatives calling for all 
correspondence and papers in the matter of his a 
cation to go to the Philippines, the putting into 
papers of the specific reference to the letter 
ting the charges plainly evinces a design to procure the 
publication of the charges, and of the Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral’s acceptance thereof as true, in advance of the in- 
vestigation of their truth, and of a report thereon 
General Chaffee. In the interest of good discipline 
effective service such a course is much to be 
Such charges ought not to be published inst our 
countrymen whom we have sent to labor and fight under 
our flag on the other side of the world before they can 
be heard in their own defense.

FOREIGN NOTES OF INTEREST. 


During the annual prize-firing competition of twenty- 
eight British ships on the China station the following 
were the percentages of hits: 12-in. 6 hits min- 
ute; 10-in., 9; 9.2-in., 1.16; 6-in., and 47-in., 5.7 
hits. 

The effectives of the Spanish army were established for 
1902 by a decree signed by the Queen Regent. The 
total number of officers, and officials of equivalent rank, 
is 11,584, including the staff of 17 colonels, 31 lieutenant- 
colonels, 27 majors and 94 captains. The infantry officers 
are 5,021, those of the cavalry 1,249, and of the artillery 
1,060. The total effective of the troops is round fig- 
ures, 80,000, including 405 of the Royal Household, 45,- 
725 ey 12,250 cavalry, 13,142 artillery, 4,384 en- 
aaats, 1, administrative officers, and 888 of the med- 
ical corps. 


The Revista Maritima Brazileira states that the Bra- 
zilian Minister of War, Rear Admiral Pinto da Luz, 
in accordance with the decision of the National Congress, 
has appointed a committee to investigate the tive 
merits of two types of submarine boats known Co 
names of their inventors as Jacintho Gomes and Mello 
Marques, which have been presented. 


Reports from Ottawa state that the British military 
authorities have asked the Canadian Government to raise 
an additional force of 2, mounted men for service in 
South Africa, and that the request will be promptly com- 
plied with, the Dominion Government also offering to 
equip and forward the troops at its own expense. This 
contingent, added to those already sent, would make 
7,000 men raised by Canada for the Boer war. 


The German Emperor has presented to the veterans 
of the German Army resident in Philadelphia a bronze 
cannon captured from the French in the Franco-Prus- 
sian war, which is to be cast into a monument repre- 
senting a German soldier and erected in Hillside ceme- 
tery, Philadelphia. There are nearly a score of Germans 
living in Philadelphia who wear the Iron Cross, the 
most coveted military decoration of the empire. 


Dispatches to London from South Africa are to the 
effect that four British Army officers belonging to the 
Bushveldt Carbineers, have been convicted by court 
martial of shooting to death several Boers who had 
surrendered as prisoners of war, and that two of the 
offenders were shot, one sentenced to twenty-five years’ 
penal servitude and the fourth, who turned King’s evi- 
deace, deported. 

During trials of converted guns at the Bofors Works, 
Sweden, Feb. 24, three rounds were successful, but, at 
the fourth round, when the gun was fired electrically, the 
operator completed the electric circuit before the breech 
was properly closed, the result being that the whole

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charge and breech-block were blown out to the rear, 
killing six men. The chief engineer of the Bofors Com- 
pany, Mr. Silversparre, had his side seriously torn, and 
died twenty-four hours afterwards. One of the chiet 
artillery officers was also killed, and several foremen of 
the Bofors Company. 

The British destroyer Starfish has recently been tested 
with some success as a destroyer of submarines by aid 
of a boom carrying an explosive charge. The London 
Engineer, a journal of excellent judgment, in comment- 
ing on the test says that while it is no great believer in 
the practical utility of submarines—at any rate as yet— 
they are a force that has to be reckoned with, and to 
evolve means of destruction is to be on the safe side. 

The Paris correspopdent of the London Standard says 
the naval construction to be undertaken by the French 
in the present year includes the commencement of the 
building of 1 iromclad, 2 armored cruisers, 2 torpedo 
catchers, and 16 torpedo boats; also the ordering of 3 
lroaciads and 13 submarine vessels, making a total of 87 
vessels.

sequent stoppage of pay, but I had to re- 
fund_the pay received for duty as aide 
de-camp prior to Nov. 28. 

“Aside from the money at stake, all 
these fights cost much in time, temper 
and nervous wear and tear; yet hosts of 
officers have had experiences more absurd 
than mine.”
